Acapulco is inumerable things to count- 
less people. First of all, it's the grand- 
daddy of all Mexican seaside hideaways; as 
much a refuge from corporate pressure from 
contemporary executives as it ever was a 
stealaway lair from outraged pursuit for his- 
tory's buccaneers. 

But, to us in particular, it's an infinite 
variety of myriad things including, for de- 
cades, our yearly vacation sanctuary. It was 
once actually our home anchorage, the 
pleasing place we dared to live, our blissful 
and beloved aerie over the bounteous bay 
and beside her splendid sea. It was, re- 
sponses that "real people don't really live in 
such places" notwithstanding, our hearth 
and home, and wc shall forever stand in 
praise of Acapulco for what more we know 
it to be than "just another jazzy resort" or 
"Miami Beach with cliffs" or "Las Vegas 
with waves". 

At least once every year, we return again 
to this safe haven from harm and allow

Acapulco's incomparable spell to settle 
once more upon us. We've not yet deter- 
mined, though, whether it's better to view 
all that magnificence from our own front 
veranda or from the deck of a cruise ship 
sailing into the mouth of the bay. On second 
thought, nothing could possibly be more 
breathtaking than a widening view of the 
city . . . spread around that great bowl in 
the coastal sierra . . . just as the first sun 
spotlights Acapulco and we, in turn, stand 
awestruck on the deck of a gleaming cruise 
ship as she sails slowly into the harbor, that 
fantastic, stagy setting spread before us. 
Over past years we've duplicated that ex- 
traordinary thrill from the decks of Princess 
Cruises' Island Princess, Holland Amer- 
ica's Statendam, and Royal Viking Lines' 
Royal Viking Sea. Upcoming cruises will 
see us approaching, and visiting Acapulco, 



aboard Sitmar's Fairsea and the Rotterdam 
of Holland America Lines. 

Today's Acapulco is as splendid and 
overwhelming as when first discovered 
cons ago. The looming Sierra Madre moun- 
tains of the west tumble as heedlessly as 
ever down to the rocky cliffside into the sea 
and to the surf-rimmed edges of giant Aca- 
pulco Bay. The tall royal palms march at 
drunken tilt around the beaches, bombing 
the sands at perilous and unpredictable 
intervals with their cocanut bounty. The 
sea, a limitless thing of no seeming bound- 
aries, still thunders against the rocks, send- 
ing mountainous breakers crashing against 
the shore, receding each time only to attack 
again and again. And, those emerald swells 
of the farther-out ocean sweep clean not 
only the brooding body of the nearest land, 
but cleanse the souls, as well, of all who 
venture out upon it. So. there is a perma- 
nence here, to all things of genuine impor- 
tance, seldom found elsewhere on earth.

And. the fun and games is not limited in 
Acapulco solely to the rich and titled, as in 
many of the world's other great watering 
holes. Here, the invitation is open-handed 
and altogether democratic: everybody is in- 
vited to all revelries, and everybody is ex- 
pected to attend . . . and participate. Aca- 
pulco evolved in cycles from a backwater 
fishing village hardly more than a quarter of 
a century ago to a world-class resort today. 
It started gorgeous, and only needed some 
chipping and polishing to make it a seaside 
retreat so glittering and refined it has few 
peers anywhere. 

In the daylight hours, you may swim, 
sunbathe, scuba dive or snorkel, water-ski 
or para-sail, go big game fishing just off- 
shore and big game hunting just inshore, 
play golf, tennis, squash or handball, go 
horseback riding or stroll, join super sight- 
seeing cruises or hire your own speedcraft, 
attend the Sunday bullfights, shop for folk 
arts and handicrafts or. at the very least, 
simply sit beneath a dawdling palm, allow- 
ing all that phrenetic activity to pass you by. 
After dark, there's absolutely unexcelled 
gourmet dining, in restaurants so beautiful 
as to feel a smidgin sinful: dancing ... of 
whatever your pace or persuasion, in a 
gamut of places ranging from dim-lit "clubs 
nocturnos" (nightclubs) to swinging, 
ear-splitting discotheques to elegant, 
hotel-top supper clubs of considerable dig- 
nity and appeal, and witching-hour celebra- 



tion of however bent is yours of the 
moment. 

In short, there's simply much too much to 
participate in and force yourself to become a 
part of in Acapulco. So, the real trick is not 
what to do while passing time there, but 
what not to do. so as to avoid exhaustion, 
dehydration or hospitalization as a conse- 
quence of your over-exertion. We try to 
play most days by ear. utterly off the wall, 
in order that the wonderful spontaneity of 
activities in Acapulco may take hold and 
guide our time and lower-keyed efforts. 
Assuming we're in town for a few days prior 
to catching a ship or taking a few days to 
unwind from a cruise we end in Acapulco 
Bay. we might pass any usual day as fol- 
lows: We face a given morning . . . after 
breakfast . . . with open minds and no par- 
ticular direction. We might take an early 
morning stroll along the just-renovated and 
beautified Costcra Miguel Aleman (the ele- 
gant, gardened beachfront boulevard), pop 
into a beach fashions boutique or handi- 
crafts center for a bit of shopping or hire one 
of the flowered or ballooned calandrias 
(horse-drawn carriages) for a leisurely, styl- 
ish ride around the bay. 

Late morning could very well see us at 
one of the excellent Sanborn's restaurants 
and departmental drug stores for a cooling 
cocktail. Or, as wc sometimes do, we'll 
have a final dip before noon either in our 
hotel or cottage pool or at surf's edge. 



shower and lie down for a short respite be- 
fore heading for an early afternoon lunch. 
Dining in Acapulco . . . even during an 
informal midday's repast ... is always and 
invariably an experience: all hotels listed 
have grand to glorious restaurants, and the 
stilted, palm-roofed sandside cafes facing 
the many beaches are. usually, good at the 
least and splendid in some few instances. 
Midday entertainment is usually loud and 
fun. 

From now through 4 p.m. or so, we 
always try to hide from the sun's zenith, 
when it's almost always hot enough to boil 
the blood and bake the brain. That past, 
we'll either head for a nearby tennis court or 
accessible golf course or, at least once each 
visit, hie ourselves to the sightseeing docks, 
where we'll take one of the big, amusing 
tour boats for a late afternoon and early 
evening cruise around the vast bowl of Aca- 
pulco Bay and up and down the Costa Chica 
and Costa Brava. It's one of the best bucks 
spent hereabouts, and is a marvelous experi- 
ence. 

Back, showered again and dressed in 
so-called "Acapulco formal" attire for the 
evening (frilly "guayabera" shirts and 
pastel slacks for the men. Hawaiian-style 
evening gowns for the ladies), we'll con- 
sider one of the city's two-dozen or more 
haute cuisine restaurants for dinner or din- 
ing in style in the supper club of our own 
resort hotel. In cither case, it will almost

certainly prove to be a long evening, as 
dinner in more sophisticated circles in Mex- 
ico is always a tranquil, elaborate entertain- 
ment affair, certain to run to the midnight 
hour or beyond. There are those who, when 
seduced by the Acapulco mystique, tend to 
become night owls of an advanced order, 
making the nightclub or disco scene as if 
they did it at home every night of the year, 
boogie-ing 'til dawn and creeping back into 
hotel or guesthouse about the time the milk- 
man is making his rounds. 

But. that, as we stated, was hardly more 
than an ordinary day in Acapulco. an aver- 
age expenditure of light and dark hours with 
more things undone than done and many 
more still to sample than sampled. "Ex- 
traordinary" days might include rental of 
one of the resort's hundred or so sports 
fishing cruisers, whose captain and one or 
two-man crew will take you out to the 
big-game grounds and bet you. trophy flag 
or no cost to you. that you'll bag a big one 
(don't wager against them: you'll lose). 
Also, you might hire a canvas-top Jeep or 
open-air Safari-style vehicle, and drive 
yourself down the Costa Chica to one of the 
funky villages where descendants of muti- 
nied African slaves still live and fish, or up 
the Costa Brava via the clifftop road for a 
heavy touch of tropical coast, in all its 
splendor. 

Or. you might cross one of the famed cliff 
divers' palms with some pesos, pick your 
spot on the opposite peak around Quebrada 
Cove, and shoot off film to your heart's 
content while he and his colleagues risk 
their necks in 134-foot high dives off the 
rocky escarpment into the deep swells 
below. Or you might plan to spend one 
entire day at the remarkable Acapulco Cen- 
ter ... a combination convention cen- 
ter-dining enclave theaters coterie-bars and 
cocktail lounges hub. Here, without once 
leaving the multi-acre, gardened and hand- 
somely-edificed El Centro. you can see art 
exhibits, historical pageants, visit silver and 
ceramics shops, wine stores, goggle at the 
cockfights or high pole Indian Flyers, dine 
or snack at half a dozen cafes (small and 
large, formal and informal, cheap and very 
costly, simple and astonishingly posh), all 
within the same complex. At evening, (still 
around the Center, mind you) you may 
watch entranced a tableaux of folk dances 
and flamenco entertainers, listen to a group 
of mariaehi street minstrels, cozy up to the 
piano at a sophisticated little jazz bar. watch 
amazed at prestidigitators, jugglers, 
high-kick chorus lines or Vegas-style 
revues and while the rest of the night away 
watching the always-changing Acapulco 
Center fountains at play, with the lights of 
the twinkling city spread all around that 
giant bowl of the Bay. in backdrop to the 
drama you're a virtual part of. 

We thrive on the wonderful changes, 
from season to season, from evening to 
twinkling night and from soft dawn to 
amber morning. We love the climate, the 
ceaselessly-changing vistas and panoramas, 
the natural and planted beauty throughout 
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Cruises to Acapulco 

Cruise Lines with regularly scheduled calls 
at Acapulco include: Costa, Holland 
America, Norwegian American, Prin- 
cess, Royal, Royal Viking, Sitmar (See 
Cruise Calendar for complete up-dated 
schedules and prices). 

the region, the grand new Costera .VI. Ale- 
man's face and routes, the fine new parks 
and recreation centers, the old tangles of 
power lines gone-underground and all the 
more substantial alterations that contribute 
to making Acapulco even better and more 
beautiful than it was already. 

But. the old fisherman here are right. 
Almost everything they've added since 
Acapulco was a tiny, unknown fishing town 
are mere stages in metamorphosis, fleeting, 
protean, nothing lasting, however impres- 



sive, however grand in appearance. The 
great mountains behind the city, the rolling 
Bay of Acapulco. the nine miles of sandy 
reach within the harbor, the drunken lines of 
royal palms, the ceaseless and restorative 
sea ... all these things are lasting. 

It should be noted however, that those of 
us who assign more to the puny works of 
men than to the majesty of God's gifts here 
are missing the whole point. The real point 
is that the hotels exist, the roads, the parks, 
the restaurants, the overlooks, the boats and 
ships, the entertainments and diversions, 
they all exist as mere affirmation of the far 
more glorious things that were there first 
and are still the framework and foundation 
of today's Acapulco. All the rest would 
count for nothing without the firmer founda- 
tion and solid framework of Mot her 
Mexico. 83

Cuanto cuesta ? (how much does it cost?) 
These two words make up the most impor- 
tant idiom in the Spanish language. Shop- 
ping — the act of visiting a shop or store to 
look at. price, bargain for, or buy goods 
offered for sale — is one of the highlights of a 
visit to Acapulco. 

Whether you browse the sophisticated 
shops along the Costera Miguel Aleman 
(the 7-mile boulevard known as "the strip") 
or haggle with hucksters on the streets or 
beaches, you'll find an exciting array of 
handicrafts awaits you in Acapulco. 

Acapulco is one of the fashion leaders in 
resort wear and designer Josefa (pro- 
nounced Ho-se-fa) tops the list in quality, 
design and price. Her hand-embroidered, 
hand-appliqued, cotton caftans are recog- 
nized and respected throughout the world. 
What may appear to be a costly garment, 
will cost you twice as much on your return to 
the States. Originals created by this re- 
nowned designer are classics that will re- 
main in your wardrobe for years to come. 

Not as chic, but rivaling the caftan in pop- 
ularity, is the male favorite — the guayabera 
(pleated shirt). This loose-fitting shirt is 
worn outside of the trousers, providing 
maximum coolness and comfort. When 
buying this Mexican-tailored shirt, make 
sure the pleats lay perfectly flat: otherwise, 
when you wash it, it will draw up like a 
French curtain. 

At first, I felt the guayabera was really 
tacky. Repeated trips of the Tropics, how- 
ever, have convinced me that it's the most 
comfortable and practical shirt for the guys. 
I guess, I might say, the guayabera has 
grown on me. 

Of the many shopping malls that have 
sprung up around the city, El Patio (directly 
across the Costera from the Acapulco Con- 
tinental Hotel) is a nifty niche. It gets its 



name from the Mexican-style patio and 
fountain around which much of the center is 
built. 

Here you find such fine shops as the 
exciting boutique Bazaar D Mama Carlota 
and Boutique Renee, a small, smart, spe- 
cialty shop specializing in sandals and cus- 
tom-design originals. 

El Patio is also home of several fine 
leather shops: Gucci, a beautiful store, 
which offers a superb selection of Gucci 
designs, hand-made in Mexico in fine 
leather and Gucci Fabric; Succar's. a hand- 
some salon specializing in Christian Dior 
and other fine shoes and purses; and 
Mario. A delightful young man named Mario 
runs this (and several other shops of the 
same name) where you can choose leather 
items ranging from suede vests and jackets 
to hats and hand-tooled briefcases and golf 
bags. He has sandals, turtle and antelope 
purses, wallets and much more. 

Flamboyante Center is another legiti- 
mate shopping center. I particularly loved 
La Zapateria (a shoestore featuring 
Charles Jourdan) Bazaar Mi Bolsa (My 
bag) and Maty Boutique. At the back, close 
to the movie house, is this tiny boutique, run 
by a sharp young lady with an eye for fash- 
ion and fit. With a small, unique selection, 
good fabrics and styles, she'll make some- 
thing for you in 48 hours. 

Joyas de Taxco, also in Flamboyante 
Center, specializes in silver from Taxco. 
There is no official bargaining in the shop. 
However, if you're interested in a costly 
item, just hesitate and walk away. They'll 
come running after you offering a 10% dis- 
count. 

Speaking of silver, which is abundant in 
Acapulco, do NOT buy "silver" from street 
vendors. You may end up being the proud 
owner of sterling junk. Only purchase silver 
from established dealers and make sure it 
is either stamped 925 (.925 grams of pure 
silver out of 1 .000 grams) or that it has the 
spread eagle stamp (or equivalent of sterl- 
ing silver) on it. 

I found a happy compromise between the 
street vendor and the expensive jewelry 
shop. On the Princess Beach (right behind 
the fabulous Acapulco Princess Hotel) are 
five large palapas brimming with individ- 
ually owned stalls. 
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Dining in Acapulco 

Acapulco is that rare seaside resort that 
boasts a double handful of truly marvelous 
gourmet restaurants . . . easily as fine as 
many of the best in, say, San Francisco, 
Boston or . . . with reservations and greater 
selectivity . . . even in New York. In some 
instances, the best are found in conjunction 
with a cluster of the Super Deluxe (or, in one 
or two cases) Deluxe hotels. In a number of 
others, the best are individual cafes, sev- 
eral in handsome buildings of their own, 
others in handsomely-restored, onetime vil- 
las, scattered around the city's palmy hill- 
sides. 

In the Acapulco Princess Hotel: Chula 
Vista terrace restaurant and the opulent 
and expensive La Gourmet. El Pescador in 
the Hyatt Regency Plaza International is 
the city's finest seafood restaurant, while 
the rooftop El Numero Uno is surely high 



among Acapulco's "number-one" dineries. 
Condesa del Mar Hotel has its own excel- 
lent rooftop restaurant, Techo del Mar, 
while the Terraza dining room at Villa Vera 
is also supurb. Hotel El Presidente (head- 
quartered in Mexico City) has brought down 
a bayfront version of its stunning capital 
cafe, EIFocalare, while The Wharf in Hotel 
La Palapa is one of Acapulco's best con- 
tinental-style restaurants. 

Individual places we especially dote on 
must include the remarkable Coyuca-22, 
whose address is its name and whose vis- 
tas are among the most breathtaking in the 
resort; Normandie, Portofino's, Black 
Beard's (right on the beach and one of the 
finest long-time favorites of those who know 
Acapulco well), the elegant Villa Demos, 
Fingers, Chez Guillaume. the wonderful 
Carlos 'n Charlie's, Dino's. and the newer El 
Embarcadero. 



A heavy silver necklace at Saul's Siver 
Shop (#53 under the palapa) caught my 
eye. Hinged in the back, and set with three 
large tiger's eyes, the mischievous Mexican 
merchant kept trying to woo me to a similar, 
but inferior, piece. The more he did this, the 
more determined I was to own his best 
piece. 

So the bargaining began. He asked 
$150 — I offered $50. (That's known as 
chutzpah). He said I was ridiculous and that 
the bottom price was $1 20. One hour later I 
left with the necklace I had purchased for 
$80. Saul, screaming about how much 
money he had lost on the deal, must have 
gotten his training on 47th Street in New 
York. In spite of his dramatics, I'm sure he 
made a sizeable profit. On returning home, 
my piece was appraised at $250. Happy 
ending for all. 




Janet admires brass, copper and silver crane 
by Mexican sculptor Sergio Bustamante. 



If you're an art collector you might do well 
to check out the sculpture of internationally 
renowned Sergio Bustamante. (On my past 
visits to Acapulco, his works have been for 
sale at the art gallery in the Acapulco Prin- 
cess and at Bazaar D' Mama Carlota). Ser- 
gio Bustamante describes his work as a 
"magical daily pursuit where glitters, colors, 
textures and shapes are captured by using 
various materials, all the way from fabrics, 
metals, inks to acrylics, lacquers and 
others." 

Bustamante's loveable creatures, 
worked in papier mache, copper, brass and 
German silver, make up a memorable me- 
nagerie. Each piece is signed, numbered 
and considered, by those in the know as an 
investment in art. Though the pieces are 
expensive, you'll pay twice as much in the 
United States. 

If you haven't "schleped" home an onyx 
chess set from Acapulco, you're not a tried 
and true "gringo". Mexican onyx is con- 
sidered excellent, and the Mexican artisans 
turn the Puebla-mined onyx into works of 
art. If you have the stamina, the best buys 
can be made bargaining with vendors or 
with small businessmen. However, remem- 
ber, they are professional bargainers and 
you can't beat a man at his own game. They 
can tell how long you've been in Acapulco 
just by looking at you. Offer half of their 
asking price and go up from there. Once 
you get the blasted thing home (it must 
weight 10 pounds, but it feels like 50) it 
looks infinitely better than it did in the dirty 
market stall. I have a beauty that's been 
collecting clean American dust for ten 
years. 

A good way to familiarize yourself with 
the best in Mexican crafts is to visit the 
Acapulco Museum and Cultural Center 
(Costera M. Aleman 4834. near the Centro 
Acapulco). Sanborns, the city's fine depart- 
ment store on the Costera next to Condesa 
del Mar. also has a fine, legitimate selection 
of handicrafts. 

CAVEAT EMPTOR: Buyer Beware! 

Beware of "I can get it for you wholesale." 
Beware of factory showrooms. Beware of 
free pick-up service. Beware of free coffee 
and beer while you shop. Remember, in 
Acapulco — as in the rest of the world — 
there are no free lunches.

Hotel Las Brisas oversees all of glittering 
Acapulco from an eagle's nest high above 
the sweeping city and magnificent Aca- 
pulco Bay. This dominant location, espe- 
cially in the local scheme of things, has long 
since endowed Las Brisas with dispropor- 
tionate influence over almost everything in 
that wondrous city by her bay.

balancing heavily-laden trays with the left: 
It's a singular and remarkable feat, but all 
Las Brisas waiters somehow master it, and 
then do it afterwards with verve and style.

"No 
Molestar (Do Not Disturb)" and. when 
those signs are displayed at your garden 
gate, you couldn't then bribe your pretty 
little maid to ring your bell. 

Even then, soon as you're out for a bit, 
your beds will be changed, your casita made 
immaculate, your cottage bar and kitchen- 
ette rendered spotless and rc-stocked. and 
your pool re-surfaced with its daily quotient 
of fresh, floating, white or pink hibiscus 
blossoms. And, as we said, insofar as goes 
tipping anyone to render such services . . . 
or any other service of Las Brisas. . .you'll 
sign a no-tipping pledge as you check in, 
and be informed by the room clerk of the 
consequences. Any breach of this rule will 
certainly call for stern admonishment of the 
tipper and, at the least, dismissal of the 
tippec. 

Provided with this atmosphere of luxury 
and service it would appear that a stay at Las 



Brisas ' 'must cost a fortune. ' ' As a matter of 
fact, it does not. We grant that, at SI 60 to 
$300 (up) per day. in season. Las Brisas is 
one of Acapulco's most costly hostelries. 
but. we've long since found that we can get 
there from our Atlanta home-base and put in 
a ten-day hiatus, with all the frills, for quite 
a bit less than we can get to. say. Las Vegas, 
and stay a comparable length of time in one 
of that desert resort's top inns. 

Rates that include a casita with sharing 
pool for a couple start at around $ 1 60 ( U . S . 
dollars) per day, casita with private pool for 
$228 a day. and one of the newer, larger 
villas (or Junior Suites, as they call them) 
for $300. up. All rates include a continental 
breakfast . . . consisting of a woven basket 
of warm Mexican sweet rolls and other deli- 
cacies, plus a pewter thermos of steaming 
hot coffee, delivered to a dumb-waiter kind 
of enclosure in your kitchenette wall, 
around 7 or 7:30 every morning. Jeeps rent 
for $30 additional each day (gasoline and 
mileage included), and marvelous meals at 
the three restaurants are extra . . . and 
rather expensive. 

More than a thousand feet of connecting 
road below the main office is Las Brisas' 
wonderful, bayside, water-side La Concha 
Beach Club, built, organized and run for the 
exclusive pleasures of hotel guests. There 
are two giant, salt-water, shark-net-pro- 
tected pools, one surrounded by a circular 
lanai with dozens of cocktail tables and cap- 
tain's chairs, palm trees, other gardens and

A Thousand Mile Journey Through the Land of the Pharaohs on a River of the Gods

What a way to go. What glorious sights along this mighty river. 
To come calling on the world's second oldest civilization by 
sleek river steamer ... to watch 63 centuries float by from a deck 
chair ... to dock at the doorsteps of the Gods ... to return each 
night to the comfortable "present"' when the daily rigors of examin- 
ing the antiquities arc ended. The Pharaohs never had it so good. And 
their ancient wonders arc a popular part of today's travel scene. 

Cruising the Nile is in ... so 
ill that cabin space must be 
booked months in advance. Ex- 
cept for a smattering of hotels 
the Nile cruise is the closest 
thing to creature comfort in a 
country which places greater 
emphasis upon what to see than 
where to stay. It offers sporadic 
surcease from the enchanting 
but demanding pace which 
Egypt exacts of its visitors, pro- 
viding them the environment 
with which to assimilate and 
sort out 6.000 years of history 
which is fed in heavy doses. 

Cruising the Nile is essen- 
tially the best way of getting 
from the site of one ancient 
glory to that of another ... a 
recharging process which en- 
ables passengers to digest 
today's serious lessons and pre- 
pare themselves for tomor- 
row's. 

I sailed this past year ago on 
the HS Htop, which together 
with its sisters the Aton, Anni 
and Tut were at the time the 
largest and the newest of the 
Nile fleet, weighing 1 .000 tons 
and accommodating 168 pas- 
sengers in 80 cabins on 4 decks. 
Its radio equipped cabins and 
public rooms were air condi- 
tioned, the dining room cheer- 
ful, the lounges comfortable. 
There were even amenities . . . 
a pool, a beauty shop, laundry 
services. 

Not to suggest that the Htop 
offers the facilities of luxury 
ocean cruise liners, or even our 
own U.S. river steamers, the 
Mississippi and Delta Queens. 
Its cabins are modestly propor- 
tioned, its bathrooms so minis- 
cule that one must stand sideways to shave. Its cuisine, though 
starchily ample, is hardly gourmet and its entertainment consists of 
"combos." 

But in the context of the Nile, in which a cruise ship is essentially a 
pleasant interlude between weightier matters, my vessel to antiquity 
was the niftiest thing to come along since Cleopatra rolled out the 
royal barge to entertain her Roman beau. 

Nile cruises come in an assortment of sizes. The Cairo-

Luxor-Aswan run is 14 days: the Aswan-Naga Hammadi schedule. 8 
days. The most popular however, are the 5 day. 4 night sailings which 
operate twice weekly between Aswan and Luxor as well as in the 
reverse direction. To embark, passengers fly cither to Aswan or 
Luxor depending upon which direction they are scheduled. 

Our schedule called for flying to Aswan. It was not yet dawn when 
wc boarded the Egyptair 727 in Cairo which eventually would take us 

there. I say eventually because 
even though most of the flight's 
1 30 passengers would board the 
boat in Aswan that very after- 
noon, there was some important 
intermediate business to be dis- 
posed of, a visit to the incredible 
Temple at Abu Simbel. 

None of Egypt's temples is 
more colossal nor intimidating. 
It was constructed in 1250 BC 
by that vainglorious monarch 
and superb warrior, Ramses II, 
who, by dint of many monu- 
ments erected to himself ex- 
tending from Cairo to Sudan, 
unwittingly became the father 
of the Egyptian tourist business. 
The temple was built ostensibly 
as a shrine to his immortality but 
in the view of some historians it 
is more likely monolith to his 
vanity. At the entrance there arc 
four awesome seated statues of 
himself, sixty five feet high 
with much smaller statues of 
various members of the 
Pharaoh's family dwarfed at his 
feet and a row of baboons wel- 
coming the rising sun at his 
head. Ramses did condescend 
to share honors with his Queen, 
the beautiful Neferatari by 
building her a smaller temple 
next to the main one in homage 
to Hathor, the goddess of love. 
But once again ego won out. Of 
the 6 statues at the entrance, 
four arc of Ramses, two of the 
Queen. And although the pillars 
of the inner hall are decorated 
with the head of Hathor. the 
walls arc covered with scenes 
depicting Ramses persecuting 
his enemies. 

Though the temples are more 
than 3.000 years old, they have 
been located at their present site for only 1 7 years. Constantly endan- 
gered by the recurring flood waters of the Nile, in 1965 they were 
moved 100 feet higher, a herculean feat requiring 3.000 engineers 
and five years to dismantle the 1 600 blocks of stone and reassemble 
them precisely as they were. 

The plane which flew the group to Abu Simbel that hot June 
morning then carried us to Aswan some 150 miles to the north to 
board the Htop. But we were not to set sail until the following night.

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There was the matter of seeing Aswan first. 

And there's much to sec in this flowering winter resort, a vacation 
retreat for the late President Sadat and once the home of Agha Kahn. 
The climate here is dry. warm and gentle. Bougainvilleas flower 
along the river banks and white egrets pose among the papyrus reeds. 
Feluccas, the traditional laten-rigged Nile sailboats drift by lazily. 

In Aswan, the past must vie with the present for attention. The 
present is the High Dam, one of the country's superb engineering 
feats completed in 1965 for the purpose of siphoning off the Nile's 
raging flood waters. By channeling the waters into a gigantic artificial 
lake (Lake Nasser) it altered the course of the Nile River for the first 
time in history. The past is the Temple of Philae. built in the 4th 
century BC to honor the Goddess Isis and her son Horus. The temple 
spent several months a year under water but recently it also was 
dismantled and moved block by block to the island of Agilkia. where 
it was reassembled. 

During the second night in Aswan the Htop set sail and by dawn 
was cruising through the rural sections of Egypt enroutc to Kom 
Ombo. the first port of call. The ultra-modern vessel seemed a total 
contradiction to the scene around it: black frocked women doing 
laundry in the Nile: the scampering of gleeful, scantily clad children 
to the water's edge to greet the boat: the endless procession of camels 
and donkey carts: the tilling of fields with crude hand ploughs: 
creaking water wheels turned by docile oxen. There was a timeless 
quality in this primitive picture suggesting that anyone cruising the 
Nile in prc-biblical days would have come upon an identical setting. 

To appreciate the dilemma of the ancient Egyptians who lived in 
the once strategic desert outpost of Kom Ombo. along the route to 
Ethiopia, one must understand that the Egyptian Gods were a magical 
fusion of god animals with the human form; such as the hawk-headed 
Horus; the crocodile-headed Sobek and the cow-headed Hathor. The 
citizens of Kom Ombo it seems had divided loyalties. Some wor- 
shipped Sobek; others Horus. To resolve the dilemma, they erected a 
twin temple here: one dedicated to Sobek, the other to Horus and 
everybody was happy, including the fascinated tourists. 

After Kom Ombo, the port of Edfu. Colorful horsedrawn coaches 
were at picrsidc to transport the passengers a short distance to the 
famous temple of Horus. The scene enroute was one of abject 
poverty, yet there was a warmth, a gentle sweetness about the people 
of this village, so characteristic of rural Egyptions. Built in 237 BCby 
Ptolemey III, the Temple is described by one Egyptologist as "the 
epitome of Ptolmaic art and the best preserved of all Egyptian 
temples. It gives the most vivid impression of what temple worship 
would have been like in ancient Egypt." 

Sunrise the following day saw many of the Htop's passengers on 
deck armed with cameras. The occasion was the opening of the locks 
at Esna, the next port of call. This manual process is primitive and 
tedious and it was a full hour before the locks were parted sufficiently 
to permit the Htop to scrinch its way through a painfully narrow 
passage into town. 

Even at that early hour the Esna market place was bustling with 
vendors as passengers disembarked for the short walk to the remains 
of the Temple of Khnum, the ram headed God of creation. This is a 
Ptolemaic temple with interesting reliefs and inscriptions depicting 
Egyptian traditions being carried on by Roman emperors. 

The final port of call was Luxor, once named Thebes, capital of the 
ancient Egyptian empire, at one time the wealthiest city in the world. 
Nowhere have the ages left such a magnificent heritage intact. It is 
easily the highlight of your visit to ancient Egypt. 

In long-ago times Luxor (Thebes) was really two cities, the City of 
the Living on the east bank of the Nile and the City of the Dead on the 
west. Two magnificent monuments remain in the City'of the Living; 
the temples of Luxor and Karnak. The former, whose graceful papy- 
rus cluster columns rise along the Nile, was built by Amenophis III 
(1405-1367 BC) as a private residence of the sun God Amon. 

The great Temple of Karnak is not the work of any one Pharaoh but 
actually continued over a thousand years with each Pharaoh seeking 
to emulate his predecessor with his own grandeloquence in stone. It is 
the largest of all Egyptian temples, in fact the largest place of worship 
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Author Larry Frommer at entrance to King Tut's tomb 

in the world, eclipsing even St. Peters and St. Paul . . . 50,000 square 
feet containing 134 great columns rising to 80 feet, two soaring 
obelisks and a sacred lake. "As one walks up the avenue of recum- 
bent rams to the great portal of the temple, one is doing what 



worshippers did centuries ago, proccding into the Great Court and so 
to the Hypostyle Hall which, in a remote dark chamber was the god 
himself.** relates P.H. Newby in his book. The Egypt Story. 

The following morning the Htop's passengers crossed the Nile by 
river ferry to the City of the Dead ... the burial grounds of the great 
Pharaohs of the New Kingdom. Sixty four tombs have been dis- 
covered in the Valley of the Kings, including those of Amenhotep II. 
Seti [, Ramses VI and Tutankhamon. the latter being the only one 
undisturbed by grave robbers. 

Women played a powerful role in the political life of ancient Egypt 
and are duly honored in the Valley of the Queens. Here one finds the 
tombs of the fabled Queen Ncferatari and that of Tiyc. who was the 
real power behind the throne of her husband, Amenophis III. The tour 
is completed by a visit to the graves of the Nobles, high priests and 
great men of state whose tombs are actually a graphic record of the 
customs, traditions and culture of the ancient Egyptians. 

After lunch of the fifth day it is farewell to this river steamer, which 
for five days had piloted its weary tenants so comfortably and reliably 
through the ages. It is time to board the plane to Cairo, to be rudely 
snatched from a primordial era, to which many of us had become 
addicted, and summarily returned to the cacophony and chaos of the 
1980's. 

To most of us, your author included, the transition from Htop to 
hectic, was a cultural shock.

Cruising to foreign lands offers you an 
opportunity to sample numerous ports 
to determine whether or not you would wish 
to return for a longer, in-depth vacation. 
Just as you can cruise to several Caribbean 
Islands, to different countries in the Far 
East, or to various ports in the Mediterra- 
nean, so you can cruise to many of the major 
cities of South America. Since air travel to 
South America is so expensive, cruising 
represents an economic yet pleasurable 
alternative. 

Most of the major cities arc close enough 
to the equator to afford year-round sunshine 
and mild climates. Inasmuch as the seasons 
are reversed in the southern hemisphere, 
even Buenos Aires has warm weather be- 
tween December and April. 

In recent years, several cruise lines arc 
tapping the wealthy South American mar- 
ket, promoting trips to many of the major 
cities. Sailecin Cruises and Costa Lines 
schedule regular cruises during the North 
American winter months, many of which 
visit Rio de Janeiro. Montivideo and 
Buenos Aires. Moore-McCormick and 
Delta Lines are cargo ships carrying a lim- 
ited number of passengers on regular sched- 
ules to the ports of South America. Each 
year, the Q.E.2, Rotterdam, Achille Lauro 
and vessels of the Royal Viking Line stop at 
a few South American ports as a portion of 
their longer cruise itineraries. Caracas, lo- 
cated at the tail of the string of Caribbean 
Islands, receives regular visits from the 
ships of the Costa. Princess, Chandris, 
Holland America and Sitmar lines. 

Most recently, I cruised with Saitecin 
Tours who had leased Epirotiki Line's "At- 
las" through the Spring of 1982. Saitecin 
alternates cruises which embark from Rio. 
taking on passengers at Santos and either 
sailing south to Montivideo and Buenos 
Aires or north to Salvador. Fernando de 
Noronha. Fontaleza and Recife. The 
passengers were predominantly Brazilian 
and the principal language aboard ship was 
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Portuguese. However, the officers and crew 
were Greek and were the most comfortable 
speaking English. These cruises will be 
most appreciated by more adventurous 
travelers who enjoy meeting people from 
different cultures and do not insist upon the 
cruise being directed to the tastes of the 
typical U.S. citizen on vacation. The less 
flexible will prefer choosing a ship that em- 
barks from a U.S. port where the passengers 
are predominantly North American. The 
Atlas offered the usual shipboard entertain- 
ment and activities, a superior Greek crew, 
a solicitous social staff, quality food, and a 
chance to visit these unusual ports in the 
comfort and with the excitement of a cruise.

When taking a cruise from Rio, you w ill 
want to arrange to stay over in this unique 
city for a few days at the beginning or end of 
the cruise. Rio's beauty is due to its natural 
environs where green-clad mountains bor- 
der a city of highrisc apartments and hotels 
situated across from a string of beaches on 
the Atlantic Ocean. The hotel-beach-rcstau- 
rant area starts in the north at the District of 
Lemc and continues south through the dis- 
tricts of Copacabana. Ipanema. Leblon and 
Gavea. 

The best hotels in Copacabana arc the Rio 



Palace. Rio Othon Palace. Copacabana 
Palace and Mcridien. In Ipanema, it's the 
Caesar Park. The Sheraton lies at the inter- 
section of Leblon and Gavea and the posh 
Intercontinental Resort Hotel is still further 
away in Gavea. All of these hotels are 
across from the beach and feature private 
pools and numerous restaurants, stores and 
bars. If you desire a resort atmosphere, you 
will prefer either the Sheraton or Intercon- 
tinental which are further away from the 
main part of the city. 

You can eat quite inexpensively at one of 
the numerous pizzerias that line the beach 
area; or you can sample local Brazilian 
dishes at the charming Moenda Restaurant 
on the second floor of the Hotel Trocadero. 
or at the Chald in Botafogo. For a gourmet 
continental meal. I would recommend Paul 
Bocuse's St. Honore atop the Mcridien. the 
Pre Catalan at the Rio Palace or the restau- 
rant on the second floor of the Ouro Verde 
Hotel. 

Tennis buffs can rent a court at cither the 
Sheraton or Intercontinental Hotels, and 
joggers can wear out their "new balance 
specials" along the walk that stretches for 
six miles from Leme Beach to the end of 
Ipanema. Don't miss the samba show at 
Oba Oba or Plataforma I. nor the pictu- 
resque cable car ride to the top of Sugar Loaf 
Mountain where you have a panoramic view 
of the entire city. A train ride to the top of 
Corcovada Mountain where the statue of 
Christ towers over the entire city is also a 
must for all visitors. If time permits, there 
are organized tours to Tijuca forest. Para- 
dise and Paqueta Islands. 

There arc many shops and boutiques on 
Copacabana Avenue, two blocks up from

the beach, as well as in the Ipanema area 
offering leather goods, jewelry, sportswear 
and local handcrafts; however, I found few 
bargains. Gemstones and jewelry are re- 
puted to be the best buys. H. Stern, the 
world's leading retail jewelry enterprise, 
has shops in all the major hotels. 

Most ships that call at Buenos Aires only 
remain from 8 to 24 hours, not permitting 
sufficient time to explore this cosmopolitan 
metropolis which is the only place in South 
America reminiscent of European cities in 
France. Spain and Italy. Since your time 
will be limited, you will want to take an 
organized morning tour of the city where 
you will visit the principal square. Plaza de 
Mayo; the office of Argentina's president, 
Casa Rosada; Le Catedral, where you can 
see the tomb of General Jose de san Martin: 
the Obelisk which is the symbol for the city; 
the Teatro Colon, an important opera house; 
La Boca, an Italian district near the old port 
area; the botanical gardens; and the resi- 
dence of the president. During the after- 
noon, you will want to stroll down Florida 
and Lavalle, the major shopping streets, 
where you will find excellent bargains in 
leather shoes and purses as well as a good 
selection of European-style boutiques. The 
quality of the merchandise and inexpensive 
prices make Buenos Aires the best shopping 
city in South America. 

In Montevideo, you will have the best 
view of the city from the top of the town hall 
where you can also eat lunch at Panorma- 
cico Municipal, one of Montevideo's better 
restaurants. Below town hall is the shopping 
district where you can buy leather and 
woolens. Other recommended restaurants 
include Dona Flora. Bungalow Suizo and 
the El Aguila. 

With only one day in port, you can take 
the city tour and see the obelisk, the LaCar- 



rcta statue, the flea market, the natural his- 
tory museum, the cathedral, and the mauso- 
leum of Jose Artigas; or you can take a taxi 
out to the resort area of Carrasco where you 
will find beautiful homes, restaurants, 
hotels and beaches. Those traveling with 
children may wish to visit the zoological 
gardens and Rodo Park, an amusement park 
with rides, ponies and theaters. 

In the evening, there is a tango show and 
Uruguayan folk music at Tangueria del 40 
in the Columbia Palace Hotel, dinner and 
dancing at El Mirador in the Hotel Oceania, 
and several discos including Zum Zum, 
Lancelot and Ton Ton Metek. 

One of the most enjoyable stops is Salva- 
dor (Bahia) where you can sun on one of the 
two beautiful beaches at Piata and Itapoa; 
visit numerous cathedrals and museums 
throughout the city; shop for silver, jewelry 
and hand-carved rosewood at Mercado 
Modelo, silver at Gerson shops and arts and 
crafts at Instituto (Maua); play tennis at the 
Hotel Meridien, the restaurant at the top of 
which offers the best view of the city; or 
take an excursion to the Island of Itaparica 
to swim and stroll through a small, charm- 
ing town filled with parks. You will want to 
sample the unique Bahian cuisine (combin- 
ing African and European style cooking) at 
Chica da Silva. Yemanja, Lampiao, or 
Moenda. For French and continental cui- 
sine, the best in town are St. Honore (at the 
Hotel Meridien) and Chez Bernard. With 
limited time, you can spend your day at 
either Hotel Meridien Bahia or Bahia Othon 
Palace which offer good pools, shops and 
restaurants. 

The South American port most popularly 
visited by cruise ships is La Guaira (Car- 
acas) Venezuela. This is the richest nation 
in South America because of its large oil 
productions: however, the economic good 



fortune of the country has not passed down 
to the average man in the street who appears 
to be living in relative poverty. The shacks 
of the poor offer a contrast to the opulent 
residences of the rich. Caracas is a city 
located in a valley surrounded by moun- 
tains. The best view is atop Mt. Avila at its 
6500-foot summit. Check whether the cable 
car to the top is working — it is frequently 
out of order. You can also get a good view 
of the city from atop the Hilton Hotel. 

A city tour will visit El Catedral. with its 
artistically decorated interior: Santa Teresa 
Basilica, housing the oldest image of Christ 
in Venezuela; the Capitol Building, featur- 
ing the paintings of Tovar; Bolivar's birth- 
place, an outstanding example of colonial 
architecture; Los Caobos Park, Los Pro- 
ceres Park, and the Museum of Natural 
Science, with its collection of stuffed ani- 
mals. There is little shopping that is worth- 
while. The shops offer a variety of gold 
jewelry but there are no bargains. 

Should you be in Caracas on Sunday, you 
can attend a bullfight at Plaza de Toros. For 
tennis or swimming, try the Macuto Sher- 
aton Hotel in La Guaira. The beach is not 
terrific, but the hotel has a large pool, 
shops, restaurants, a disco, theater, night- 
club and many facilities, many cruisers not 
wishing to take the hectic tour to Caracas 
spend the day at the Macuto Sheraton. 

Caracas boasts many good restaurants, 
including Gazebo (French), El Portion 
(Venezuelian), La Atarraya (Venezuelian), 
Colta 880 (French and Italian), Nelos (Inter- 
national), La Belle Epoque (French), Boga- 
telle (French), and II Padrino (Italian). 

If your ship stops at Recife, Brazil, you 
will want to head out for the beach. In the 
city itself are Pina or Boa Viagem with its 
five-mile ocean promenade lined with coco- 
nut palms, beautiful homes and restaurants. 
For more pristine beaches with white sand 
and coconut palms, head south for Piedade, 
Venda Grande, Candeias and Barra de Jan- 
gada; or if time allow, 20 miles out are 
Itapuama and Gaibu. Some prefer to take an 
excursion to Olinda, four miles north of 
Recife. This quaint town is built on hills 
with cobblestone streets and churches. 

In Fortaleza, Brazil, as in Recife, your 
best bet is to spend the day at the beach. 
Within 7 miles of town there are Iracema, 
Meirelles, Mucuripe, do Futuro and Caca e 
Pesca. You can shop for handmade lace and 
hammocks at the Mercado Central or 
browse through the tourist center with its art 
museum, folkloric shops and restaurants. 

Recently, a greater number of cruise 
ships are including the cities of South 
America in their itineraries, offering North 
American travelers greater opportunities to 
visit these distant ports. Since the beaches 
by and large do not have the pristine beauty 
of those in the Caribbean or South Sea 
Islands and the cities are not equal to the 
charm of the cities of Europe or the exotic 
flavor of the cities of the Orient. I have en- 
joyed the less hectic and less expensive al- 
ternative of a more peripheral visit as part of a 
relaxing, comfortable cruise vacation.

And Like It Or Not... 

You Will Have Fun !

'ou'll find at least one on every ship. Some are exub- 
erant and fun-loving, some are reserved and low- 
key, but one thing's for sure — they're all dedicated to 
working as hard as possible to see to it that you have a 
good time, whether you like it or not! 

You'll probably get your first glimpse of your 
friendly cruise director making introductions of 
officers and cruise staff shortly after sailing. 
And you'll undoubtedly hear the sound of his 
voice over the PA system even before you cast 
off. To many passengers, he remains a comic 
show-business figure throughout the cruise, 
emceeing and entertaining from the front of the 
showroom. But whether in front of an audience or 
behind the scenes, he has as much to do with the 
atmosphere on board as your surroundings. One man, 
the cruise director, can make the difference whether 
you look forward to the shows or avoid them; 
whether the activities on board bring pleasure to just 
about everyone or don't seem to come off. 
And it will usually be a man. Sorry, ladies (and 
aspiring cruise directresses.) You can probably

count the active female cruise directors on 
the fingers of one hand. Which is too bad 
because there are some good ones. 1 remem- 
ber Sun Line's perennial and indefatigable 
Irene Randall on the Stella Solaris. And 
Norwegian Caribbean's Carol Teruya. 
whose delightful sense of humor and way 
with audiences should make her one of the 
longest-running acts at sea. Then of course, 
there was the queen of cruise directors, 
Jeraldine Saunders, whose best-selling 
"Love Boats" book launched a thousand 
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Advice for the Perfect Cruise 

Cruise directors we've asked offer the fol- 
lowing tips: 

1. Come aboard with an open mind. 

Leave preconceived ideas on the dock and 
just let things happen. 

2. If you've sailed before, don't con- 
stantly compare one ship with another. 

Consider the trip as an adventure on it s 
own. 

3. Don't expect things to be the same as 
at home. You came aboard to get away 
from home! 

4. Become involved in shipboard life — 

with the activities, the other passengers, 
the staff. Try the enrichment lectures, 
bridge or dance classes, the gym, the 
movies. You can always leave if you don't 
like it. A passenger's biggest mistake is not 
realizing at the beginning of a cruise how 
many options a ship offers. At the end of the 
trip they find themselves saying, "I never 
knew that." Try hard to mix with others. As 
one cruise director put it, "There are no 
strangers onboard, just passengers you 
haven't met yet." 

5. Pace yourself. Do as much as you want, 
but not so much that you become tired. 
Many vacationers approach their first 
cruise with the attitude that since they're 
spending a lot of money they don't want to 
miss anything. Dancing, exercising and jog- 
ging, along with night-after-night late hours, 
can take its toll. If you don't pace yourself 
you'll come off the cruise needing a vaca- 
tion. 

6. Consider the overall. Unless the enter- 
tainment was really poor, the food really 
bad, the decks really filthy, there's nothing 
to stop you from having a good time. A 
person will always enjoy themselves if they 
start out with that intention. 



TV shows. No doubt time will send us more 
mistresses rather than masters of the cruise 
director's art. Meanwhile, it's a man's 
world. 

What all does a cruise director do? 
Cunard's Deputy Hotel Director Terry Con- 
roy . formerly a cruise director himself, puts 
it this way: "The cruise director's job is to 
create a floating houseparty. He is responsi- 
ble for onboard activities, the bands, the 
entertainment, and seeing that everyone is 
happy. He's like a roving barkeep: ready to 
listen, to be sympathetic, to console. But 
he's also a manager. On the QE2, he has a 
staff of seventy-five!" 

The cruise director's most visible con- 
cerns are the activities and entertainment. 
Every company has its unique pattern of 
events — things that have been found to 
please over a period of time and are offered 
again and again. Seeing that they are exe- 
cuted well and that they continue to be pop- 
ular is the responsibility of the cruise direc- 
tor. From time to time there are innovations. 
A major event in the life of any cruise direc- 
tor is the trying out of a new activity. Gary 
Hunter of Carnival Cruise Lines, recently 
interviewed on the Tropicale. describes the 
process this way: "We can't put on a new 
activity unless it's approved by the home 
office. If we want to introduce something 



new, wc send a description of it to the com- 
pany for their review. We did this recently 
for our male nightgown contest. The com- 
pany wanted to see what passenger response 
would be, so we videotaped it. Actually, it 
turned out to be one of the most popular 
events of the cruise." 

An equally important responsibility is 
making sure that the professional entertain- 
ment is up to standard. Carnival and other 
lines frequently try out acts new to the com- 
pany in non-prime-time slots, such as the 
Midnight Show. If the offering is a hit. the 
performers find themselves in the main cab- 
aret after dinner. It is the cruise director's 
job to sec that the company's entertainment 
coordinator on shore gets valuable feed- 
back. Cunard's cruise directors submit 
comprehensive written reports for all acts 
and musical groups. The evaluation covers 
not only the quality of the music or how 
good the act. but such matters as dress and 
how well the entertainers mix with passen- 
gers offstage. 

Shore excursions are a major concern of 
the cruise staff. These are almost always 
operated by local companies with the cruise 
line in the role of customer, just like the 
passengers. Cunard insists that its cruise 
directors take one excursion — a different 
one. each cruise to see that the company's 
standards arc maintained. Norwegian 
Caribbean's Danny Dean, responsible for 
cruise staff and entertainment, says that his 
company likes all cruise directors to have 
served at one time or another as shore excur- 
sion managers. NCL feels that it is essential 
for the person in charge of the cruise staff to 
know the shore excursion business from the 
ground up. In the words of one cruise direc- 
tor. "If a passenger returns from a shore 
excursion and it isn't good, it is likely to 
affect his attitude for the rest of the day." 
And, perhaps, shade his attitude toward the 
cruise. 

There are many other responsibilities of 
the cruise director less visible to the passen- 
gers. Like serving as liaison with groups on 
board, seeing that their free cocktail party is 
arranged, or their meeting room ready. Set- 
tling disputes among entertainers and the 
cruise staff. Seeing that the Assistant Cruise 
Director's paycheck is correct. Deciding 
whether to endorse a request for home 
leave. And how well is the ballroom PA 
system working? As I interviewed Princess 
Cruise's Chris Chapman on the Island Prin- 
cess, he was preparing to inspect the musi- 
cian's quarters. 

And he must be prepared to listen. In the 
words of Gary Hunter, "You have to love 
people and have patience galore. Because 
when people come to you, most of the time 
all they need is someone to listen to them. If 
you give them five minutes of your time, or 
whatever it takes, listen to their problem, 
agree with them if it is a problem, tell them 
you're going to do something about it, and 
give the information to the right people, that 
is all that is needed. People don't want to be 
cut short. If someone comes to you with a

in All the Right Outfits

Benjamin J. Gingiss. founder and board 
chairman of the nationwide Gingiss For- 
mal wear Center chain, and his wife, Ros- 
alie, are seasoned cruise travelers, en- 
joying at least one cruise vacation each 
year. They have experienced all types of 
cruises from 7-day "junkets" to the Ba- 
hamas, to a 90-day pilgrimage around the 
world on the luxury "S.S. Rotterdam." 
Here they share their suggestions on suc- 
cessful packing and dress for your next 
cruise. 

To Ben and Rosalie Gingiss, embarking 
on a cruise is the ultimate traveling experi- 
ence, encompassing a myriad of leisurely 



delights usually possible only by taking sev- 
eral separate and expensive trips. On most 
vacations travelers are plagued with flight 
delays, baggage claim problems, long taxi 
rides to and from hotels; and when traveling 
abroad, custom delays and currency ex- 
change problems. On a cruise, however, 
your cabin is your hotel, and once your 
clothes are hung up — you're home. 

Although you may initially experience 
some of the same delays and confusion 
mentioned above, these inconveniences are 
soon forgotten when your ship — at last — 
sets sail. Once on board your cabin steward 
will handle any minor problems that may 
arise, and from this point on, you have only 
to enjoy. 

One of the quickest ways to turn a dream 
vacation into a traveling nightmare is by 
packing incorrectly. "It takes a lot of 
pre-planning before your ship sails to ensure 




you'll be ready for any activity — either on 
board or in port," Gingiss says. Ben and 
Rosalie both recommend walking shoes as 
the number one "must bring" item on their 
packing lists. "You'll tour most islands by 
foot, and nothing is worse than blisters and 
sore feet at the end of an otherwise glorious 
day." Gingiss said. Gingiss also considers a 
lightweight waterproof jacket as standard 
equipment. No matter where your ship sails 
there's always the chance of rain. Look for a 
jacket with a lot of deep pockets for carrying 
sunglasses, film and keys." 

If you're a sport and fitness enthusiast, 
Gingiss reminds travelers to pack any spe- 
cial equipment that might be needed, al- 
though most is available on board. Always 
include loose-fitting, comfortable outfits 
for deck activities and just lounging on 
board or in your cabin. "Don't forget swim- 
wear." Gingiss said. "Most ships have two 
or more pools , and you ' 11 get a terrific tan . " 
Even with temperatures in the 70's or 80's, 
sea breezes can get quite stiff (don't forget, 
the ship is moving too) so bring along a 
sweater or light jacket for evenings on deck . 

Guests are not "required" to wear formal 
clothing on board, unless of course, you're 
nationally known as the "tuxedo tycoon." 
as is Ben Gingiss. Gingiss finds passengers 
look to him as much as to the captain and 
crew for proper dress on board. So he and

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holds true when going from south to north in 
the summer. No matter how sizzling it is at 
home, take a raincoat. On deck it's quite 
nippy in chilled Canadian waters. 
Co-ordination: The difference between a 
suitcase and a caravan. Basic colors are the 
key. My basics are beige for day and black 
for night. Men should also stay within one 
color family; blues and greys or browns and 
beigers. Cuts down excess baggage con- 
siderably. 

Comfort: A lack of this commodity is dev- 
astating. It will destroy the best of cruises. 
Let's start at the bottom and work our way 
up. Shoes. Brand new ones are a no-no. 
Blisters, bunions and burns are bound to be 
debilitating. Break them in at home. Low 
heeled, non-skid, rubber-soled shoes arc 
not only necessary for safety on rough seas 
or wet decks, you'll also need them on shore 
excursions. A twisted ankle can rapidly re- 
duce the charm of a quaint cobblestone 
street. 

Aboard ship, stiletto heels arc "out." 
even if fashion says "in." Swingin" and 
swayin" in style is OK on land — but if 
you're dancing up a storm, during a storm, 
you very well might end up doing the cler- 
riere drop. 

Working our way up, undergarments 
should be comfortable and not binding. Cot- 
ton is cooler than synthetics, but a blend will 



dry quicker when washed. 

Outer garments must be suitable for the 
surroundings. If your ship is headed for 
tropical isles, take along loose, unencum- 
bered clothing. During the day. ladies will 
be happiest in shifts (sans binding bras). 
Men might do well to purchase a couple of 
cool guayaberashirts at your first stop. 
These cool Caribbean creations are worn 
outside of the slacks. 

Long sleeves are better than short. They 
can always be rolled up, but you'll have 
them when needed to protect against sun, 
air-conditioning or insects. Mosquitos by 
the way, are less attracted by white clothes 
than by dark. 

Bring at least one rough-and-ready outfit. 
On a recent Egyptian shore excursion. 1 
climbed aboard a camel and clunked my 
way to the pyramids. Three days later I 
donkeyed my way to an acropolis on the 
Greek island of Rhodes. Halston would 
have had it on that Greek Hillside. 
Style: Tacky or tres chic. This is the tricky 
one. Since you're seen by the same people 
daily, your cruise wardrobe weaves to- 
gether the threads of your personality. It 
tells talcs about your taste, class and habits. 
Generally speaking, the longer and more 
expensive the cruise, the more smartly 
dressed the cruisers. 

Aboard ship during the day, the more 



casual the better. Jeans, jogging suits and 
slacks are the number one choices . You may 
gain points if your shirt has an alligator or 
your madras bleeds. Bathing suited bodies 
must be swaddled in robes. It helps to have a 
quick-drying one that doubles as a bath 
robe. 

When the stars come out at night, deck- 
side damsels should shine. For formal func- 
tions, (mostly on seven day and longer 
cruises), dresses should be simple and long 
or stunning and short. Ball gowns and prom 
dresses should stay home. So should expen- 
sive jewelry and furs. 

When it comes to cruise clothes, tuxedos 
are probably the most controversial gar- 
ment. If you're going on a cruise of seven 
days or more (especially more), and you 
own a tux or dinner jacket, bring it. If you 
don't, consider buying or renting one. I've 
always felt that an individual feels as good 
as they look and a tuxedo, light or dark, will 
deck you out to the fullest on those formal 
shipboard nights. (Special cruise "pack- 
age" ten-day rentals average approx. S65 
per week dependent upon the season.) The 
sneakiest substitute is a black suit, worn 
with white dress shirt or tux shirt, and black 
bow tie. The most accessible and acceptable 
alternative is a dark blue suit. 

Now that you're dressed to kill, bon 
voyage. I wish I were going with you.

"It is customary, but not essential, to 
wear formal clothes — a tuxedo for men and 
a formal gown for women — to dinner on 
those nights when the ship is not in port," 
Gingiss says. "The only exceptions are on 
the day of departure and the last night of the 
cruise, when more casual clothes such as a 
sport coat and slacks are acceptable." But 
whenever the ship is at sea, you'll do well to 
join in the festivities by going formal. Gin- 
gess has found this to be especially true on 
overseas cruises in the Mediterranean. 




Versatility of the white dinner jacket excels 
when worn with black formal trousers, white 
pleated shirt, black bow tie and black formal 
shoes.

On longer cruises, of 30 days or more, 
Gingiss brings at least six formal garments. 
These include a black formal tuxedo: a 
white Dinner Jacket to be wom with the 
black formal trousers; and three or four col- 
ored and/or patterned Dinner Jackets. He is 
also never without a navy blue suit in a 
synthetic fabric that can withstand wrinkles. 
This suit has saved him more than once 
when unexpected invitations have been ex- 
tended by the governor of an island or an 
official from the state department. 

"For the average man, a black tuxedo is 
basic and should be sufficient for most 
cruises," Gingiss explains, "provided you 
bring along at least one extra formal shirt, 
and more if you don't plan on using the 
ship's laundry." (Most ships provide com- 
plete services). "Adding a Dinner Jacket in 
a color other than black, will give your 
formal wardrobe tremendous flexibility," 
Gingiss added. White is the most appro- 
priate color for an extra jacket if you're 
planning a late fall or winter cruise to the 
tropics. "Here the passengers will follow 
the captain's lead, starting the cruise with 
uniform blues and switching to uniform 
whites as the ship sails into tropical waters 
and warmer climates," Gingiss said. 

Women should plan on bringing at least 
two formal gowns — and all the right acces- 
sories and jewelry to compliment the out- 
fits. Safety deposit boxes are available on 
all ships, so there's no need to worry about 
bringing jewelry or other valuables. "You 
cannot overdress," Rosalie Gingiss said, 
"and part of the fun is seeing your fellow 
passengers decked out in their finest." 



Rosalie has many elaborate formal gowns 
that she brings out of storage only when 
packing for one of their cruise vacations. 

Again, formal clothes are not essential, 
but most passengers will have them, and in 
order to enjoy every moment of your luxury 
vacation to the fullest, you'll want to blend 
right in with the "frequent cruisers" by 
dressing appropriately. As Gingiss points 
out, "Having a variety of all types of cloth- 
ing — not just formalwear — keeps you open 
and prepared for any form of entertainment 
or activity. Just as swimwear equips you for 
swimming, sunning and other outdoor fun, 
formalwear will make you accessible to pri- 
vate parties, on board dances, and other 
evening entertainment." 

"Packing for a cruise vacation — whether 
it's your first or fiftieth — just takes good 
planning and organization," Gingiss con- 
cluded. "It helps to know the variety of 
activities and events available both on board 
and in port, so you can pack accordingly." 
Gingiss warns travelers not to make the 
same mistake he and Rosalie did on their 
first cruise. "We, of course, brought only 
our best-fitting, well-tailored clothes," 
Gingiss said. "After weeks of eating 
three — sometimes four — wonderful meals 
each day. and total relaxation ... not a thing 
fit properly!" So you might want to pack a 
few extra outfits — in a larger size — if you 
also plan on indulging. Unlike other vaca- 
tions, where you often must carry your bag- 
gage with you from place to place, a cruise 
vacation allows you to bring a few extras to 
ensure you'll be dressed right for every 
event.

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around, no question, with her gleaming 
white paint and brightwork shining in the 
sun.

She is certainly sleek enough, with 
sweeping lines, rakish angles and enough 
forward thrust to her silhouette to make her 
look like she's doing a graceful twelve knots 
when she's really at anchor. More signifi- 
cant, we believe, is her awesome mass, the 
sense of enormity she projects, the aura 
of pure power you feel as you gaze on her 
giant hull rising like a Mies van der Rohe 
skyscraper and strength of her towering 
superstructure soaring so high above dock- 
side she's hard to comprehend at first sight. 



It may be the cleanest ship's hull ever 
designed ... so vast and unbroken from 
waterline to crow's nest that it might be 
mistaken for some containerized behemoth 
were it not for the sense of thrust and speed 
built into her marvelous shape. Where tra- 
ditional ship's design opens layers of Un- 
sheltered promenade to sun and wind and 
rain, one above the other, the sides of the 
Tropicale rise, deck set atop deck, broken 
only by portholes along the lower levels and 
twin picture windows opening much of the 
living space to ocean views.

out. and ... if such a thing is even possible 
. . . maybe even more so. In defiance of the 
trend of the past dozen years of ship expan- 
sion and new ship design, the Carnival ar- 
chitects have provided for much more gen- 
erous living space for passengers aboard the 
Tropicale. As opposed to the smaller state- 
rooms offered on many of the newer (and 
otherwise fine) ships of competing lines, all 
Tropicale suites and staterooms are remark- 
ably spacious. Most cabins boast twin beds 
that may be readily converted into full 
king-sized beds, blissfully restful in what- 
ever configuration. Other furniture is attrac- 
tive, contemporary and comfortable. Closet 
space is generous, underbed storage wide 
and uncluttered, lighting cleverly arranged, 
modular bathrooms . . . while compact . . . 
are well designed and. at the very least, 
better than merely ample. And, all Trop- 
icale cabins have built-in, closed-circuit 
television sets, wired for sometime-satellite 
reception and emergency ship-wide an- 
nouncements. Even the art on the walls was 
a marvelous part of a grand design . . . but 
we'll get into that a bit later on. 

Corridors are arrow-straight, dwindling 
to the near invisible points from your 
cabin's perspective, thus allowing for more 
simplified, orderly layout of living space 
throughout the Tropicale. Much larger than 
usual stairway landings and foyers funnel 
mealtime, morning and evening traffic

more easily back and forth from public 
rooms, clubs, lounges and dining room. 
There are only three stairway towers, lead- 
ing straight up and down through the guts of 
the ship, providing easy access between the 
many decks. Custom, artistically-designed 
wall coverings enliven those subtly- 
lighted passageways, another reflection of 
the coherent art displays throughout the 
Tropicale. 

There is an elegant, curving Grand Stair- 
case connecting the spacious main lobby 
with the shopping mall one deck above, 
hung with fabulous tropical tapestries, still 
more of the ship's superb art collection. The 
lobby itself is arrayed with deep, comfort- 
able couches with leather cushions, and the 
walls arc hung with yet more original art. 
Indeed, the Tropicale may represent the fin- 
est floating collection of contemporary art 
. . . most of it by a single, superb artist and 
designer, Helen Webber ... we have seen 
in a dozen years of plain and fancy cruising. 
The shopping mall's apparel boutique, sun- 
dries and liquor and tobacco stores and 
tasteful gift shop arc arrayed around that 
grand staircase and on both sides of a broad 
corridor on Upper Deck. 

With dining so vital an element of the 
total cruise experience, the Carnival Cruise 
Lines people have again outdone them- 
selves in providing an environment and an 
atmosphere so wholly inviting and utterly 
suitable to relaxed, gourmet dining. The 
expansive, beautiful-decorated, yet sub-

dued Palm Restaurant . . . down amidships 
on the Riviera Deck . . . accommodates 
658 diners at a time (in two separate sit- 
tings), yet gives the impression of an inti- 
macy (large booths seating eight line the 
walls) and serenity seldom found in dining 
rooms of many other ships we've cruised. It 
is a mirrored, chandcliered. divided and 
sub-divided beauty of a restaurant, with 
waiters stations cleverly camouflaged be- 
hind handsome paneled wall "stations" 
somewhat separating one dining area from 
all others, giving the impression of com- 
pactness and seclusion rather than of great 
space and mealtime regimentation. A new 
compliment of chefs plus totally revised 
menus recently introduced aboard Carnival 
ships shows up well on the Tropicale — the 
food is extremely good. It is professionally 
served at every table or at buffets through- 
out all cruises, and so plentiful as to doom 
any diet. 

Two great clubs ... the 582-person 
Tropicana Lounge and the rather more inti- 
mate 366-seat Island in The Sun Lounge 
... are gorgeous, spacious spots, comfort- 
able, well arranged, with speedy bar service 
and great sound systems. And, as through- 
out the Tropicale, the entertainment is first 
rate, bubbly and altogether professional. 
Large, half-level stairways . . . with an 
island of tropical plants . . . lead to the 
Tropicana Lounge. The bi-level ceiling 
hides a revolutionary lighting system, 
which can be controlled to create moods, 
varying colors and dozens of rare effects. 
Revolving sofas face to or away from the 
40- foot stage, depending on performances, 
and are arrayed around three levels of 
floors, curving to confront the entertainers. 
Blues predominate in the Tropicana 
Lounge, while burnt orange to gold to beige 
form the color scheme in Islands In The 
Sun. The same tropical trees that grow out 
of planters at the cntrace to the Tropicana 
one deck below burst up out of stairwell 
openings and the doors to the Islands 
Lounge on Promenade Deck. Terraced 
floors are rounded by graceful banquettes, 
with a circular stage in the center of the 
room and a black glass dance floor illumi- 
nated with an astonishing variety of lighting 
effects. A bar and lounge area forward of 
the Islands stage opens grand vistas out over 
the bow through vast picture windows. 




The Paradise Club Casino and Bar is 
always a center of action and activity. It 
comes equipped with two full-sized crap 
tables, a giant wheel of fortune, a roulette 
table and 14, seven-chair blackjack tables, 
as well as bank after bank of slot machines. 
At almost any time except in port the Casino 
is filled with gamblers and kibbitzers of 
every stripe, and the level of excited chatter 
. . . croupiers and wagerers, alike ... is 
always high and infectuous. The adjoining 
Paradise Bar is a great little spot where 
would-bc gamblers retire to gird themselves 
for Lady Luck, and where winners come to 
celebrate; ex-gamblers lick their wounds. 

The Boiler Room . . . delightfully deco- 
rated and more than aptly named ... is 
made to look exactly like a fanciful, pri- 
mary-colored ship's boiler room, if only 
one could be made to look like this. With 
walls and ceilings and color-coded net- 
works of pipes and conduits and table tops 
made of clear plastic imbedded with engine 
fittings, the Boiler Room is one of our 
all-time favorite shipboard retreats. De- 
pending the time of morning, noon or after- 
noon, this great spot — on Lido Deck aft — 
serves cooked-to-order snacks and drinks, 
with hot coffee and donuts for early risers 
drawing most passengers here at least once 
during any given cruise. 

For serious boogie-ing after hours, the 
Exta-Z Disco (on Promenade Deck right 
beneath the Boiler Room) is the place to 
gather. It seats 153 revelers in an octa- 
gon-shaped room, surrounding a black glass 
dance floor, bordered by neon panels, sus- 
pended neon rings and hung with sus- 
pended, concave-mirrored reflective pyra- 
mids. And, when all lighting is cranked up 
to fever pitch, it's a sight to write home 
about. This Exta-Z Discotheque sound sys- 
tem is one of the most demanding, yet thun- 
derously-precision disco systems we've 
ever listened to, and it somehow saves your 
hearing while pounding at your skull with a 
decibel level just below World War 
Three's. One of the best of the Tropicale 's 
superb cocktail lounge bars is built into the 
forward bulkhead of the Disco. 

The so-called Lido Club is built right 
beside the main pool, on Lido Deck, and has 
a compact stage with a good sound system 
and imaginative theatrical lighting. The 
lounge area consists of a snug bar, movable 
tables and chairs, retains a surprising inti- 
macy, despite its location adjacent to the 
always-busy pool and lanai area. And, 
speaking of the outdoors once again (now 
that we've worked our way back out on 
decks), this pool and sundeck area is 
wrapped around by lanais filled with folding 
chaises and slowly-browning bodies, and is 
one of the most attractive we've seen on any 
of the better luxury cruise ships. There is a 
two-story water slide emptying into the 
pool, which can ... on command . . . be- 
come an outside fountain, with all sorts of 
water jets making countless combinations 
of patterns, centered on the pool itself. 

At one end of the area, suspended above 
the pool, is the ship's compact yet superb 
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Tropicale Impressions — 
Up Close and Personnal 

Our editor sailed aboard the Tropicale this 
past April as part of a review for this article. 
Here are his impressions: 

A couple of years back Carnival Lines 
launched their third ship, the (refurbished) 
Festivale. Our ship of the month review 
summed her up as "very comfortable." As I 
spent the week aboard the Tropicale it was 
impossible to avoid comparing these two 
ships. Similar in size, they both offer a total 
package of good cruising-with an interesting 
difference. It is this difference that I found to 
be the real key to the Tropicale appeal. 

Unlike the introductions of their previous 
ships, the Carnivale, Mardi Gras and Festi- 
vale, former liners handsomely refurbished 
for millions of dollars, this is a totally new ship 
and thus a genuine reflection of the line. The 
Tropicale stands out as an original effort and 
a real symbol of Carnival Lines innovation, 
theme and purpose, both today, and for the 
future. 

For the first time this line had the opportun- 
ity to start from scratch and produce the first 
real product befitting their "Fun Ships" slo- 
gan. More than just a fourth ship, the Trop- 
icale, with it's new West Coast location, rep- 
resents what I feel will be a beginning rather 
than a mid-point for an aggressive, promo- 
tion-conscious cruise line. Successful growth 
in the cruise industry is measured in decades, 
not year by year. There is a total picture to be 
viewed not just early sketches. The Tropicale 
is the first true flexing of company muscles. 

Overall, I would rate her to be equal to or a 
touch better than what is best in her sister 
ships, with two notable high points: overall 
decor and the casino. 

This ship is an electrical designer's dream. 
Each public area represents a highly creative 
display of lighting effects that are both func- 
tional and beautiful. Colors blend and change 
from whites to reds to blues throughout 
shows in the main Tropicanna and the 
smaller Islands in the Sun lounges. Hundreds 
of mirrored surfaces along the walls of the 
Exta-Z Disco were computer positioned to 
produce just the right strobe light effects. The 
Palm restaurant's ceiling is an artistic ar- 
rangement of bulbs that move theatre mar- 
quee style or dim and brighten pleasantly 
throughout your dining. (Incidently, newly ap- 
pointed kitchen staff and totally revamped 
menus have greatly improved meal quality on 
all Carnivale ships). 

In last year's review I had rated the Festi- 
val's casino to be the best afloat. The Trop- 
icale's surpasses it! Knowing they had a good 
thing going. Carnival pulled out all the stops. 



gymnasium, with the most modern Nauti- 
lous and HealthCare equipment on the mar- 
ket. A giant picture window looks out of the 
gym onto the pool and sundecks area, with a 
ladies health club and a separate men's 
health club opening off the exercise section 
of the health complex. There is a second, 
full-size pool aft on the Promenade Deck, 
with expansive sundecks usually filled with 
sun-seekers whenever the ship is in the 
tropics. Yet one deck below is the wading 
pool, also with large, wrap-around sun- 



adding an adjacent bar/lounge area (with wall 
to wall flashing "dice"). Slot machines fill the 
interior of this lounge and flow around both 
sides of the bar into the main casino. Unlike 
some ships that "turn in" early, this casino 
area was actually attracting fresh crowds at 2 
am! But if this kind of late night activity turns 
you off, the Tropicale's a big ship and there 
are ample areas always available for quiet 
conversation. 

As with any fine new hotel it takes time to 
hone the total "team" skills and services to 
perfection. The Tropicale however, has 
shaped up quickly. Waiters and cabin stew- 
ards now work with high levels of proficiency. 
Dining service in particular is exceptional. 

I have found that once the basics of a new 
ship are established — food, service, enter- 
tainment, etc. — it is often the small attention 
to details, the more subtle touches that are 
appreciated and remembered. On the Trop- 
icale these include: Ice cream cones at four 
p.m. in the Lido deck "Broiler Room;" the 
water spray that periodically fountains from 



decks. Indeed, both Verandah and Sports 
Decks boast more open space than we've 
enjoyed on any ship we have sailed (possi- 
bly excepting only the enormous S.S. Nor- 
way), space usually filled to capacity with 
sunbathers. 

Statistically, the spanking new M.S. 
Tropicale measures 656 feet from stem to 
stern, has a breadth of 86 feet, a draft of 23 
feet and weighs in at 36,674 tons. She has 
ten passenger decks with a total of 499 
cabins (or staterooms, if you prefer) and 



the sides of the Lido deck pool; the abun- 
dance of deck chairs and the pull-up foot 
rests on the lounge chairs in the enclosed 
Promenade; the electric-eye system that 
opens sliding doors as you approach; even 
ashtrays on deck that instantly snuff a cig- 
arette — little touches that add much to your 
overall comforts. 

Negatives? Only one of major concern. 
Many E deck staterooms received a con- 
tinous night-long bombardment from the pas- 
sengers and crew member's heels walking 
on the uncarpeted Promenade deck above. 
Fortunately, as Chief Purser Larry Cross told 
us, Carnival is well aware of this disturbance 
and "intends to add a thick cushion underlay 
all along these enclosed Promenades at the 
time of her return from the Alaska sailing this 
summer." Hopefully this will solve the annoy- 
ing problem. 

It's next to impossible to always be all 
things to all people but, regardless of your 
age, or your reason for taking a cruise vaca- 
tion, the Tropicale will come mighty close.

Both Cunard Princess and Cunard Coun- 
tess, berthed in San Juan, offer shipboard 
tennis and golf facilities, plus staff experts 
who provide instruction, match potential 
players, and inform passengers of the loca- 
tions and rates of the best on-shore facilities. 
The itineraries of the ships include six ports in 
seven days, allowing tennis and golf enthu- 
siasts to explore exotic islands where the 
sports facilities are as different as the people 
and their customs. Only the games remain 
the same. 

The Cunard Princess, engaged in Carib- 
bean service except between June and Sep- 
tember, spends a full day at sea before visit- 
ing Martinique, Antigua, St. Maarten, St. 
Thomas, and Tortola. The Cunard Countess, 
operating year round out of San Juan, spends 
a day at sea before stopping at Caracas, 
Grenada, Barbados, St. Lucia, St. Thomas, 
and returning to Puerto Rico. 

Aboard both ships, golf and tennis facilities 
are available without charge. Enclosed 50 x 
30-foot paddle tennis courts are used for tour- 
nament or individual play among passen- 
gers, with coaching provided by resident 
pros. Golf cages, driving ranges, and nine 
hole putting greens are available for golfers, 
who also receive playing tips from a ship- 
board instructor. 

With few exceptions, hotels, country clubs, 
and public golf courses on the itineraries of 
both ships welcome day visitors and charge 
reasonable fees for use of athletic facilities. 
Most tennis rates range from $5-$10 U.S. 
hourly per court — excellent prices by Amer- 
ican standards — though golfers must pay 
considerable more for greens fees and cart 
rentals. 

Though hotel guests generally rate top 
priority for using sports facilities, Cunard Prin- 
cess cruise director Lawson Connell, who 
plays both sports, notes that cruise ship pas- 
sengers seldom have to wait long. 

Many of the best golf and tennis facilities in 
the Caribbean are located within a short ride 
of the ship's pier. In Antigua, for example, the 
Halcyon Cove Beach Resort and Casino and 
the Castle Harbour Hotel are both located 
less than 15 minutes away by taxi. 

Mullet Bay Beach Hotel, in St. Maarten, is 



slightly further from dockside but affords al- 
most assured playing time upon arrival: it has 
1 8 all-weather courts and an outstanding golf 
course adjacent to the ocean. 

Tennis rates are lower at Frenchman's 
Reef Hotel, in St. Thomas or the Prospect 
Reef Hotel, in Tortola, the last two island 
stops on the Caribbean circuit of the Cunard 
Princess. Mahogany Run, a first-rate new 
course on St. Thomas, welcomes day golfers 
from cruise ships, as does Cedar Valley in 
Antigua and Golf De L'Esperance, an 1 8-hole 
layout in Martinique. Tennis on Martinique is 
best at the Hotel Meridien, which can be 
reached by cross-bay ferry from Fort-de- 
France. 

Passengers on the Cunard Countess, like 
those on the Princess, will find tennis on 
every island on their itinerary. They will also 
find first-rate golf courses in Barbados 
(Sandy Lane or the Barbados Golf and Coun- 
try Club), in St. Lucia (a 9-hole course at 
Cunard La Toe), at Mahogany Run in St. 
Thomas, and at the Grenada Golf Club, an 
1 8-hole course. 

Since both vessels are berthed in Puerto 
Rico, passengers may spend extra time be- 
fore or after their cruise testing the island's 
numerous tennis and golf facilities. Dorado 
Beach, golf capital of Puerto Rico, has four 
championship courses, plus two more at 
neighboring Cerromar Beach Hotel. Both re- 
sorts offer ample tennis facilities and encour- 
age visits from cruise ship passengers. There 
are numerous public courses in Puerto Rico, 
including several at resorts in the San Juan 
area. Cruise directors, as well as golf and 
tennis directors, provide passengers with 
pointers throughout their Caribbean voy- 
ages. 

At most resorts which encourage visits 
from tennis players and golfers from cruise 
ships, day guests may use other facili- 
ties — such as beach and changing rooms — 
for little or no additional fee. Beachfront bars 
and grills provide food and drink to sun- 
drenched athletes who have had their fill of 
their favorite sports. 

Returning sports buffs remember their 
cruise as an active, adventurous, and excit- 
ing vacation that combined the comforts of a 
luxury liner with the pleasures of competitive 
sports in stimulating surroundings. For more 
information, contact your travel agent or 
Cunard Line (Cruise Travel Magazine), 555 
Fifth Avenue, New York, N.Y. 10017.

For Many, the Name Alone Means Cruising

Passengers from the Fairwind and Fairsea 
don't say, "I went on a cruise," but, "I 
went on a Sitmar cruise.'" The cruise line 
describes its voyages as the Sitmar Experi- 
ence. What is distinctive about these cruises 
that makes both passengers and company so 
proud of the name Sitmar? 

According to William T. Kyle, Sitmar 
senior vice president, marketing and sales, 
the basis for the Sitmar Experience is a 
commitment, from the line's inception in 
1971 . to high quality, full service and pro- 
viding good value for the travel dollar. 
"The full service aspect," Kyle states, "is 
one that permeates every aspect of our com- 
pany and cruise product, and enables us to 
deliver a cruise experience that lives up to, 
or exceeds, passenger expectations." 

Individual cruise elements, such as din- 
ing, staff, entertainment and activities, ac- 
commodations and itineraries are also part 
of the Sitmar experience. 

Sitmar ships are staffed with gregarious, 
attentive Italian and Portuguese crew mem- 
bers. A crew of 450 assures passengers of 
high quality dining room, deck and lounge 
service, plus 24-hour cabin service. All of- 
ficers are Italian. You've met the Fairsea's 
ebullient Captain Quartini and the Fair- 
wind's busy Chief Purser Bruzzone on the 
pages of Cruise Travel. 

In keeping with the fine Italian dining 
traditions, great care is taken with food pre- 
paration and service. A staff of about 50 
prepares all food fresh daily onboard. Din- 
ing room service is continental, with final 
preparation of some dishes performed table- 
side. In addition to the usual shipboard 
meals bouillon and tea, deck lunches and 
midnight buffets, passengers can snack on 
savory pizza midday and late at night at the 
ships' unique Pizza Grills. 

Entertainment and activity onboard the 
ships are designed to cater to the taste of 
passengers on that particular cruise. For 



example, older passengers often enjoy in- 
strumentalists, while younger passengers 
prefer male vocalists. And individual enter- 
tainers adjust their material to fit the passen- 
ger complement, which tends to be older on 
the two week cruises. A male vocalist may 
sing a Neil Diamond medley on a seven-day 
cruise, but will do a Big Band medley on the 
longer cruises. Entertainment is often 
matched to destination. 

Since the Fairwind and Fairsea are older 
vessels, both built in the late fifties, they're 
larger than most contemporary cruise ships. 
This size permits more spacious staterooms, 
with full ceiling to floor closets, and special 
facilities such as a Youth Center, teen room, 
a pool exclusively for children, the Pizza 
Grill and a vast amount of open deck space. 

The T.S.S. Fairwind and Fairsea are Li- 
berian registered twin vessels, differing 
only with regard to interior color schemes. 
They were originally the Cunard vessels 
Sylvania and Carinthia, built at Clydebank, 
Scotland. The two ships were completely 
rebuilt from the lower machinery spaces up 
before entering service for Sitmar. The 
25 ,000 ton ships each carry 925 passengers. 

The Fairsea made her maiden voyage on 
November 22, 1971 from Fort Lauderdale 
to Los Angeles. She sailed on Mexico and 
Caribbean cruises during her first year. In 
June. 1972 the Fairwind entered a year- 
round Caribbean schedule. As a new cruise 
company, Sitmar struggled to fill its ships. 
Then, in 1974, when the line introduced its 
Air/Sea program, business began an up- 
swing. 

As this upswing continued, Sitmar intro- 
duced longer cruises in 1975 — more 10-. 
11-, and 14-day trips — and has done quite 
well since, boasting a repeat factor of 
twenty-five percent. 

As with all cruise lines. Sitmar's booking 
trends follow the ups and downs of the na- 
tion's economy. Whereas in 1979 and 1980,

passengers had to book a cruise six to eight 
months in advance of the sailing date, 
today's traveler will find space available a 
month before sailing. In the early years of 
the line, the Caribbean was the most popular 
destination. But as more and more ships 
entered these waters, supply caught up and 
today exceeds demand, a situation Kyle tor ■ 
sees changing again. He describes the other 
Sitmar destination areas — Mexican Rivi- 
era, Trans-Panama Canal and Canada/Alas- 
ka — as a fairly stable market, with demand 
for them steadily growing. 

A variety of destinations and cruise 
lengths enable Sitmar to meet a variety of 
vacation needs and passengers' interests. 
On cruises of 7-, 10-, 11-, and 14-days, 
Kyle says, "With our destinations vaca- 
tioners can find sun, excitement, adventure, 
cultural variety, scenic splendor, relaxation 
and varied itineraries that make for a di- 
verse, fulfilling vacation." 

This variety of cruise lengths plus 15 dif- 
ferent cabin categories, peak and value sea- 
son pricing and special rates for children 
and third and fourth berth adults allows Sit- 
mar to meet different budgetary needs, truly 
offering something for everyone. 

Fort Lauderdale is home port to the Fair- 
wind, which offers 7-, 10-, 1 1-, and 14-day 
Caribbean cruises and 14-day cruises 
through the Panama Canal. She also sails a 
unique, partial transit canal cruise, with a 
stop at the San Bias Islands. In 1983 the 
Fairwind will follow a new 1 1-day Western 
Caribbean itinerary which includes two 
ports Sitmar vessels have not visited since 
1976 — Montego Bay and Grand Cayman. 
A new 10-day Caribbean cruise will make a 
first-time visit to St. John, giving passen- 
gers a chance to see the fine beaches and 
lush scenery of this U.S. Virgin Island, 
which is two-thirds national park. Veteran 
Caribbean cruisers will find it quite a con- 
trast to the crowded streets of its across- 
the-water neighbor, St. Thomas. 

The Fairsea is based on the West Coast, 
with Los Angeles as home port. From here 
she makes 7-, 10-, and 11 -day round trip 
cruises to the sunny Mexican Riviera and 
14-day trans-Panama cruises. In the sum- 
mer she heads north to the scenic Inside 
Passage. In 1981, in accordance with Na- 
tional Park Service requests to reduce the 
number of ships sailing in Glacier Bay, Sit- 
mar introduced a new Alaskan itinerary, 
one checked out in advance by Captain 
Quartini. Sailing past the huge Columbia 
Glacier, into Valdez for a look at the pipe- 
line terminus and to Seward, for a trip into 
Anchorage, the cruise sold out almost im- 
mediately, before the other Alaska offer- 
ings. Equally popular in 1982, the Fairsea 
will make the trip again next summer. 

Kyle states that, "Perhaps the single 
most important development in our cruise 
programs over the years has been the evolu- 
tion of the Air/Sea program. ' ' A trendsetter 
in Air/Sea operations, Sitmar was the first 
company to market the Air/Sea package on 
a continent-wide basis and today has the

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most ambitious Air/Sea program in the in- 
dustry. 

As mentioned, Air/Sea programs began 
in 1974 when the line was trying to promote 
more business. Sitmar marketed heavily in 
areas that did not have easy access to cruise 
ships, thus necessitating an extensive 
Air/Sea program. Over the years more cities 
were added until the present level of 130 
was reached. Beginning in mid-1982 Sitmar 
offered free round trip air transportation on 
all cruises, to all ports of embarkation/de- 
barkation from all Air/Sea cities (except for 
far-flung passengers from Anchorage, San 
Juan and Honolulu who pay an economical 



add-on fare). This fly-free program will 
continue in 1983. The program applies to all 
passengers, including third and fourth berth 
passengers. Eighty-five percent of the line's 
passengers take advantage of Sitmar's 
Air/Sea program, which is credited with 
encouraging increasing numbers of first 
time passengers to sail with Sitmar. 

Active encouragement of family cruising 
is another Sitmar distinction. Spacious 
cabins, many with third and fourth berths, 
in many different categories enable the line 
to meet a family's budgetary requirements. 
Children two through 17, sailing with two 
adults, are charged approximately thirty- 
five percent of minimum adult fares. 

The line's extensive youth program as- 
sures the whole family an enjoyable vaca- 
tion by tailoring activities to the interests of 
all age groups and allowing parents to relax 
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onboard, knowing their children are well 
cared for and occupied in ways they most 
enjoy. 

Sitmar's standard minimum of four on- 
board youth counselors to plan and super- 
vise children's activities is expanded to 
meet the needs of each voyage. The Fair- 
wind's summer program include a staff of 
12 — a youth activities coordinator, eight 
counselors, a teen coordinator and two the- 
atrical directors. Each day children and 
teens receive their own daily schedule in 
their cabins. Junior cruisers, from two 
through 11, can participate in supervised 
activities from 9 a.m. to midnight in the 
Youth Center. They can swim supervised in 
a shallow pool, join in pizza or ice cream 
parties, arts and crafts, cartoons, games. 
Teens have a separate program of dance 
contests, theatrical activities, weight train- 
ing, game tournaments, disco and movie 
nights. All ages enjoy wide-screen video 
television, electronic games, ondeck cook- 
outs and magic shows. 

Kyle foresees growth, both for Sitmar 
and the cruise industry. The many news 
ships on the seas, he explains, stepped up 
marketing efforts by the lines, resulting in 
increased awareness of cruising among con- 
sumers. Thus, more first time cruisers, 
many utilizing air/sea programs. These new 
cruises, in turn, should result in even higher 
repeat passenger levels since studies show 
that cruising has a high satisfaction rate. 

While admitting that the last two years 
have been rough on the entire travel indus- 
try, Kyle foresees an economic upswing by 
late 1 982 , which will help new cruise capac- 
ity to be absorbed. The very strong growth 
in the seventies for the cruise industry, he 
feels, will be repeated in the eighties. 

Sitmar Cruises will capture some of this 
expanded cruise market with its new ship, 
the Fairsky. Now under construction at the 
shipyard Constructiones Navalles et Indus- 
trielles de la Mediterranee in France, the 
yard that built NAC's Sagafjord and Home 
Line's new Atlantic, the Fairsky will be 
38,000 GRT with a passenger capacity of 
1,200. lower berths. Projected cost is $150 
million. John Bland, President of Sitmar 
Cruises, is presently overseeing construc- 
tion of the Fairsky and planning her itiner- 
aries. 

Like her sisterships, the Fairsky will be a 
Turbine Steam Ship (T.S.S.), burning 
heavy oil which creates the steam to turn the 
turbines. The turbines, in turn, drive the 
twin shaft screw propellors and generate 
electricity onboard. 

While featuring technological innova- 
tions, making her a vessel for the eighties 
and nineties, the Fairsky will uphold the 
traditions of the Sitmar Experience, carry- 
ing the larger than average cabins, two din- 
ing rooms. Youth Center, gymnasium, 
pools, and casino that her sisterships do. 

When the Fairsky begins cruising in the 
fall of 1983, increasing the line's capacity 
by seventy percent, she'll enable more 
cruisers to boast of their enjoyment o f the 
Sitmar Experience. \CT\.

problem, and you act as if you have no 
concern, then I don't think you belong in the 

job." 

Being a cruise director is one of the most 
demanding jobs on board a ship. The hours 
are late (eighteen hour days are not unusual) 
exposure constant, and privacy non- 
existant. Said one, "You wonder if some 
passengers come on board for a fun vacation 
or to get even." But there are compensa- 
tions. You don't have to cook for yourself. 
There is free maid service. Vacation allow- 
ances are liberal (typically, one week off in 
four). And the calling tends to attract active, 
gregarious people not easily worn down by 
the cruise director's peculiar set of job pres- 
sures and the social whirl. Many find it 
possible to combine cruise directing with a 
shoreside entertainment career. Thus Sit- 
mar's Allan Kent has served as a staff writer 
for "Mork and Mindy" as well as a come- 
dian in night clubs and on TV. Gary Hunter 
pursues his career as a ventriloquist. Frank 
Berry has served Holland America both as a 
cruise director and, this past winter, as full- 
time entertainer. Allowing cruise directors 
to develop entertainment careers not only 
enables cruise lines to keep good people, 
but passengers appreciate sailing with 
cruise directors who have made it in show 
business. 

What do cruise lines look for in recruiting 
cruise directors? Royal Caribbean's Steve 
Dee says that his company, not surpris- 
ingly, looks for those who get on well with 
people and who are sufficiently well orga- 
nized to run a shipboard program of activi- 
ties. If they have entertainment talent, that's 
a plus factor. This order of preferences is 
exactly mirrored by NCL. A typical career 
progression with Norwegian Caribbean is: 
shore excursion manager; assistant cruise 
director; and finally, cruise director. Many 
companies, among them NCL, Cunard and 
Carnival, lay heavy stress on promoting 
from within. All current Cunard people 
have come up through the ranks. Gary 
Hunter started as an entertainer on Carni- 
val's Mardi Gras when it was the com- 
pany's only ship in 1975. After holding 
other posts on the cruise staff, he became 
cruise director three years ago. 

Ten years ago. Great Britain had one of 
the largest liner and cruise fleets in the 
world. Many cruise director's got their start 
with P & O and Cunard in those salad days. 
When the long distance passenger services 
went into decline, experienced cruise staff 
sought employment with other companies. 
This may explain the many British accents 
one encounters in cruise staffs today. Prin- 
cess's Chris Chapman got his start on 
P & O's Canberra and Arcadia sailing 
around the world and cruising from Britain, 
mainly with British passengers. Given the 
choice, he prefers his current assignment 
working with American passengers on Prin- 
cess, a P & O subsidiary. 

In the organizational pecking order, the

Breakfast aboard Eastern Airlines flight 
521 consisted of eggs, sausage, pota- 
toes and coffeecakc. 
Should 1 or shouldn't I? 
That was the first of many such food 
related questions setting a pattern for the 
next two weeks as I sampled the larder of the 
Nordic Prince and munched my way 
through eight Caribbean ports. 

Royal Caribbean Cruise Line's galleys 
arc recognized by La Chaine dc Rotisseurs. 
the world's most prestigious gourmet soci- 
ety founded in 1 248 and meeting aboard the 
Prince annually. This reputation plus master 
chefs from around the world caused visions 
of sugar plums to dance in my head weeks 
before my December (81) sailing. As one of 
the few fleets in the Caribbean with an on- 
board bakery, I dreamed of chocolate 
mousse following me whispering. "Eat 
me." Instead I found Hershey bars mixed 
with the fruit left in my room each night. I 
imagined petits fours with Alice-in- Won- 
derland tags reading, "Try me." In reality, 
the dessert pastry chef on my cruise was the 
prime culprit guilty of un-doing my diet. 

Arriving at the Port of Miami I caught my 
first sight of the 8 deck. 23.000 ton, 635 
foot long ship with a passenger capacity of 
1038 and a crew of 400. Docked stern to 
stern with her sister ship, the Song of Nor- 
way, the two ships with their distinctive 
Viking Crown lounges cyeballing each 
other made an impressive sight. The Viking 
Crown design was created by internation- 
ally famed designer, Geir Grung who be- 
lieves, "a ship must have an image. When 
you see a Citroen or a Mercedes, you see an 
image. When you see a Royal Caribbean 
ship, you must see an image, too." 

Royal Caribbean Cruise Lines picks up 
the tab (through December 17. 1983) airfare 
from 94 gateways for all two week cruises, 
swaying many passengers into choosing the 
Nordic Prince. (7 day cruises also feature 
free round-trip air from 71 gateways and 
costs only $50 to S 1 95 from 23 other gate- 
ways). This is the only ship in the Caribbean 
sailing a two week itinerary year round out 
of Miami. That plus the days at sea sand- 
wiched throughout the cruise enticed others 
aboard. 

Some came for the ports — Jamaica. 
Curacao. Venezuela (to be replaced by 
Aruba Nov. 6, '82), Barbados. Martinique. 
St. Thomas, Santo Domingo and Haiti (the 
latter two to be replaced by San Juan and St. 
Maartin). But for the majority 1 talked w ith, 
the Nordic Prince herself lured them to sea. 

"This is our third cruise aboard the Nor- 
dic Prince," said one woman, "and we 
didn't get off the ship last time." A stroll 
past the pool any day the ship was in port 
said she wasn't the only one enjoying the 
comforts of home at sea. The pool remains 
filled in port and there are free deck chairs 
and lots of towels. 

Hotel Manager Len Alton, citing passen- 
gers who have cruised dozens of times, said 
he likes to see people taking other ships 
because they keep coming back to the

Prince. Even as early as their arrival at 
Miami airport passengers were swapping 
comments about the ship rather than the 
ports as readily as grandmothers whip out 
photos and facts about their grandchildren. 

"Where else can you go and be pampered 
like this?" asked one passenger. "The 
waiters get to know you and your tastes and 
will warn you if they think you won't like 
something." I heard innumerable com- 
ments about the warmth of the crew and the 
homey atmosphere. And Len Alton feels the 
crew are the ship's greatest asset. 

One waiter knowing his passenger liked 
chocolate cake and spent noons at the pool, 
sent a plate full of cake to the Sun Deck for 
her to cat along with the hamburger and hot 
dogs served daily. Another waiter served a 
smidgeon of Baked Alaska to a girl who just 
wanted a taste. Her boyfriend got the re- 
maining mountain of meringue-topped ice 
cream with a ladle to eat it. Someone else 
couldn't decide on dessert so the waiter 
brought all seven. If a waiter overhears you 
saying. ' 'That looks good' ' you could find it 
sitting in front of you in a matter of minutes. 
Fortunately these portions are small. 

The lively dining service presents a 
theme country each night — Caribbean (Gin- 
ger Spiced Steak). Italian (Scampi AH'ltal- 
iana), Dutch Treat (Duckling a L'Orange & 
Curacao), South American (Lamb Ragout 
Con Arepas), English (Dover Sole), French 
(Coc au Vin), Norwegian (Andc Stek Med 
Svisker Og Epler — that's duck to you), 
Spanish (Langosta Y Polio — chicken with 
Lobster Newburg), Oriental (Polynesian 
Shrimp), and several Gala Captain's Din- 
ners. Menus are as appealing as the food on 
the plate. 

None of the meats could be faulted, all 




cooked precisely to order. The 21 cooks, 37 
waiters and 16 busboys work fast to keep up 
with your appetite. With this ship's reputa- 
tion for fine dining, it's your duty to cat 
round-the-clock. "Hurry up and finish your 
dessert so we won't be late for afternoon 
tea," and "What time is the Midnight Buf- 
fet? 11:45," were standing jokes with the 
calories of truth. The Midnight Buffet alone 
takes more than 300 man hours to produce. 
It is no wonder the Chef d'Cuisine gets 
applause whenever and wherever he ap- 
pears. 

Meals definitely played an integral part of 
cruise life aboard the Nordic Prince. As 
hard as I tried there was no escaping the 
food aboard this ship. If I walked up to Sun 
Deck to watch the early morning port arri- 
vals, hot breakfast meats, eggs, pastry and 
coffee tempted me. I tried hiding out with a 
drink in the Viking Crown Lounge 100 feet 
above the water line and found tubs of Ched- 
dar and baskets of crackers daring me to 
nibble. 

I even ran up the stairs, purposely avoid- 
ing the ship's four elevators to Sun Deck 
one afternoon intending to swim off my 
food guilt if not the calories. I couldn't get 
in the pool until the bagel races ended. 
(Note, I prefer mine untoasted.) With my 
late seating at dinner, the one thing I did 
manage to resist was the Midnight Buffet by 
disco dancing in the Midsummer Nights 
Lounge. But even here at 1:00 a.m., a 
waiter brings in a tray of sandwiches just so 
you won't feel left out. 

I wasn't the only one alternately resisting 
and surrendering to the array of food that 
adds up to vittles statistics of 8800 pounds 
of Kansas City beef. 825 pounds Florida 
lobsters, 32,000 fresh country eggs, 1500

gallons of milk. 8900 apples, and 9600 
oranges — a week. 3000 complete break- 
fasts, lunches and dinners are prepared each 
day including five entrees, six appetizers 
and three soups to choose from each night. 
The main course always consists of beef, 
fowl, seafood and a chef's specialty. The 
food is always hot, never lukewarm. 

The Norwegian registered Nordic Prince 
offers a smorgasbord of activities like skeet 
shooting, basketball, shuffleboard and golf 
driving — "If you make this waterholc," 
said Cruise Director. George Foster, "we'll 
give you the ship." Horse racing, bingo, 
backgammon, cards and complimentary 
dance lessons arc other pastimes. Special 
events like the Limbo Dance Contest really 
show up those extra pounds as the bar drops 
lower. As I left the make-your-own sundae 
session one afternoon, I wondered how 
much more ping I could put into pong. 

Deck games and shipboard activities are 
well planned to keep you out of your room. 
Rooms serve as living areas by day with the 
studio couches turned down into beds by the 
cabin stewards each evening. When the ship 
was lengthened in the summer of '80 in a 
sister-see, sister-do process like the Song of 
Norway's expansion, this face-lift in- 
creased passenger capacity 40% and by 
carrying more people a lower per-passenger 
cost is possible. The average room is ade- 
quately sized with twin couches, desk and 
vanity stool, plenty of hangers and bars for 
closet space and shelves for your mounting 
collection of port purchases. Larger rooms 
and suites with more sumptuous furnishings 
are also available. And, as the Hotel Man- 
ager pointed out, whether you're one of four 
girls sharing a room to save money or some- 
one from the luxury suites, in the dining 



room everyone is treated like royalty. 

Evening entertainment offers more ex- 
cuse for staying away from your room. The 
Nordic Prince has three lounges. The Mid- 
summer Nights blares with disco, country 
western and scheduled entertainers. The 
Carousel Lounge caters to the easy listening 
and dance crowd. The Showboat books 
variety acts or the latest movies from shore. 

On my cruise the first evening of live 
entertainment started out on a slow note, but 
since the Nordic Prince exchanges comme- 
diens, singers and musicians twice with the 
Song of Norway and the Sun Viking during 
the two weeks, your chances for fresh talent 
are tripled. It either stays good or gets bet- 
ter. 

Evening entertainment includes a cruise 
staff show, star gazing, passenger talent 
show, pirates night, dancing under the stars, 
Gay 90's fun, nightclubbing, slot machines 
and a masquerade. And. speaking of food, 
dining each night is also an entertaining 
affair with jovial waiters who treat you like 
family yet serve you with skill, although 
sometimes a little too hurriedly. On several 
occasions a musical parade of waiters and 
busboys marched through the Camelot din- 
ing room. Bring your camera to dinner with 
you. 

As a side note, singles during my cruise 
did manage to find each other, but spring 
and summer sailings are better for finding 
the young and unattached sharing your 
deckspace. Americans made up the bulk of 
the passenger list, but as Captain Osten An- 
dreassen noted, some "foreigners" were 
traveling aboard (Canadians, Californians, 
and Scandihovians). 

Ports on this two week odyssey provided 
another diversion with the onboard tour 



office giving you at least two planned shore 
excursion choices in most stops, more in 
others. Travel advisory talks before each 
arrival added invaluable advice for those 
planning independent sight seeing and 
shopping trips. If you're a super shopper, 
with the Virgin Islands in your sites, the 
Nordic Prince is the ship to take. Because of 
the ship's arrival in this shopping bonanza 
on a Monday, the Prince normally has the 
port and the shops to herself — a definite 
advantage considering four to eleven ships 
in port simultaneously is not uncommon 
mid-week. 

For many, shopping was the highlight of 
day tripping ashore. One passenger pointed 
out that the cruise staff shops ashore giving 
helpful insiders' tips when they see you in 
town. They never stop working. But if you 
miss something ashore you can purchase 
souveniers and essentials in the Duty Free 
Shop on Main Deck, right next to the ship's 
Beauty Parlour and Barber Shop. Charge 
cards can be used in the Gift Shop. 
Travelers' checks and cash are accepted 
elsewhere on the ship. 

If all of this has been food for thought, but 
two weeks is more time than you can take, 
you can still have your Nordic Prince cake 
and cat it too with the Sun Venture package. 
Choose either week: Begin your cruise in 
Miami and fly back from Barbados, or fly to 
Barbados and cruise back to Miami.

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tion with various officials for running 
rights through all the European countries 
between the two cities. His dream came to 
fruition on October 4, 1883. when his roll- 
ing hotel first chugged out of Paris on a 
67'/2-hour cross-continental journey. 

The train was operated by the Compag- 
nie International des Wagon-Lits et des 
Grands Express Europeens, a firm that 
was able to link together a family of de- 
luxe trains that ultimately served IS na- 
tions. But the Orient Express stood apart, 
offering unmatched comfort and opu- 
lence that immediately attracted wealthy 
industrialists, royalty, and sophisticates 
of every ilk who appreciated the ameni- 
ties and impeccable service aboard this 
special conveyance. 

Through the years, the several trains 
that ran on the Orient Express routing 
developed a reputation for mystery and 



romance. Spies and eloping lovers hoped 
to remain unnoticed, while social 
climbers tried to mingle with the royalty 
and the rich during the hours the Orient 
Express sped through the European 
countryside. 

The dazzle of the Orient Express faded 
after World War II. As train travel de- 
clined in popularity, so too did the for- 
tunes of the famous train. The Wagons- 
Lits sleeping cars were attached to 
separate trains, and by the 1970s, the 
Orient Express was just an echo of its 
original grandeur. A final run was made 
in 1977, with a few day coaches and no 
restaurant car — an ignominious end to an 
era. 

But the glory of the Orient Express has 
been recaptured. Seven of its sleeper cars 
built in the 1920s, along with a restaurant 
car, two Pullman-salon cars and a bar- 



saloon car were bought at auctions 
around Europe and restored by the Swiss 
firm, Intraflug. Add to that baggage and 
crew cars and a unique shower car (con- 
verted from a 1929 Pullman sleeper for 
use by an opera troupe), and the Orient 
Express is back on track. 

Society Expeditions has an exclusive 
charter to operate this vintage train for 
certain dates on its historic routing be- 
tween Paris and Istanbul, and its all-in- 
clusive program has been especially de- 
signed to cater to those who enjoy a touch 
of splendor. 

Setting the mood for the Orient Express 
experience, your program begins at Paris' 
Intercontinental Hotel, an accommoda- 
tion of incomparable luxury. The follow- 
ing day. an escort leads you on an explora- 
tion of Paris, with a visit to St. Chappelle 
and a meandering walking tour of the 
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outdoor flower market. Your elegant dinner is 
served that evening at the Train Bleu Res- 
taurant at the Gare de Lyon railroad station . 

A motorcoach ride through the scenic 
Seine River Valley follows the next day 
with an afternoon visit to Giverny, where 
Claude Monet painted in his later years. 

The next morning begins the memorable 
rail journey from the heart of France to the 
brink of the Orient. At the Gare de l'Est 
station. 98 passengers board the gleaming 
deep-blue cars marked with the gold 
Wagons-Lits insignia and, at 10:30, set out 
from Paris. 

Your compartment is not large, but is 
richly mahogany-paneled, with art deco 
marquetry. Suites arc comprised of two ad- 
joining single rooms with connecting door. 
The furnishings are original — refurbished 
but not replaced. The upholstery appears a 



little worn, but your compartment may have 
been the one chosen by Greta Garbo or the 
Aga Khan. 

In the corner of each compartment is a 
vanity and washbasin with running water, 
but toilet facilities arc at one end of the car, 
just as they have always been. Your sleep- 
ing-car steward is on call at all times to meet 
your slightest wish. He'll set up your bed 
while you are at dinner, and bring your 
coffee and newspaper in the morning. There 
are flowers in each compartment, and Soci- 
ety Expeditions provides lush robes to wear 
while en route to the shower car. 

After you get yourself settled, wander up 
front to the bar-salon car for a bon voyage 
aperitif. It's not long afterwards that you 
make your first stop at Reims. Here you 
visit Reims Cathedral and see the vineyards 
that make this area the champagne capital of 



Taste some at a champagne 
luncheon before returning to the train. At 
dinner, the chefs of the French Wagons-Lits 
company have a chance to shine, preparing 
the first of many elegant French meals.

Each of the five days on the train offers 
new delights as you pull into the stations of 
some of Europe's great cities for off-train 
excursions. In Salzburg, visit Mozart's 
birthplace, wander the market place, and 
have a pastry to go with your Austrian 
coffee. 

Vienna is a highlight, with afternoon 
sightseeing culminating in a superb dinner 
at the famous Hotel Sacher and a perfor- 
mance at the Vienna Opera. You visit Buda- 
pest, divided city on the Danube River, and 
in the Hungarian countryside the train is 
diverted on a private track, where you see a 
display of equestrian skill and folk dancing. 

The medieval walled city of Sighisoara 
provides an excursion in the Carpathian 
mountains, and at the brief stop in Bucha- 
rest, folk dancers perform at the railroad 
station. With this melange of cultures un- 
folding before you, five days passes 
quickly. 

Too soon comes the announcement that 
the train has entered Turkey. The last ap- 
proach is made with an old steam locomo- 
tive, bedecked with flowers, its great plume 
of smoke trailing over the entire length of 
train. Arrival at the Istanbul station is 
marked with fanfare, and you reluctantly 
pack your luggage to leave the nostalgic old 
train.

Orient Express Tours 

Society Expeditions' Orient Express is an 
all-inclusive, 12-day program in vintage 
train carriages on its original, historic rout- 
ing between Paris and Istanbul, with intri- 
guing planned excursions in the great cities 
along the way. Departure months in 1 983 
are May, June, Sept. and Oct. 

On the eastbound routing, after three 
days of exploring Paris, the train sets out, 
making stops in Reims; Salzburg and 
Vienna, Austria; Budapest and Puszta, 
Hungary: Sighisoara in Transylvania, and 
Bucharest, Romania. Then the train arrives 
in Istanbul for another three days of 
escorted sightseeing and elegant dining. 

The westbound routing follows the iden- 
tical itinerary in reverse, differing only in that 
a gypsy dinner in Budapest substitutes for 
the Vienna opera, and some Paris sight- 
seeing varies due to location of hotel ac- 
commodations. There are eight departures 
in 1983, four each eastbound from Paris 
and westbound from Istanbul. 

An alternate 1 2-day itinerary is offered on 
the westbound-only Simplon routing, which 
departs Istanbul twice in 1983, making 
stops in Edirne, Turkey; Sofia, Bulgaria; 



Belgrade, Yugoslavia; Venice, Italy; Inter- 
laken, Switzerland; and the Burgundy re- 
gion of France before arriving in Paris.

Rate for the rail land portion one way, 
which includes first-class accommoda- 
tions, all meals and excursions, is $4950 
per person, double occupancy. Single sup- 
plement is $1 1 50, and train suite (two con- 
necting singles) supplement is $1000 per 
person. Roundtrip rate is $8900 per person, 
with $2300 single supplement, and $2000 
per person train suite supplement. 

In addition, four tour extensions are 
offered to complement this unique land 
cruise. From Paris, either before or after the 
Orient Express journey, passengers may 
embark on an eight-day escorted trip to the 
south of France for wine-tasting and view- 
ing prehistoric art ($1980 per person; $525 
single supplement), or on a seven day 
escorted trip through France's chateau 
country to Brittany and Normandy ($1490 
per person; $450 single supplement).

per person, $250 single supplement; $40 
approximate airfare Istanbul/Ankara). The 
seven-day Turkish coast/Greek island 
cruise departs from Kusadasi, Turkey, and 
terminates on the Greek island of Rhodes 
($1790 per person; $900 single supple- 
ment; $50 approximate airfare Istan- 
bul-Kusadasi). 

Airfare is additional for all programs, with 
cost of New York Paris/Istanbul flights ap- 
proximately $1 200. 

Society Expeditions also operates an ex- 
pedition ship, MS World Discoverer, which 
cruises to remote destinations, such as Mo- 
rocco and West Africa, the Amazon, 
Antarctica, Great Barrier Reef, New 
Guinea, Indonesia, Singapore to the Sey- 
chelles, and Arabia.

The advent of the seven day Caribbean 
cruise, pioneered by Norwegian Carib- 
bean Lines, brought ocean cruising into the 
main stream of middle class America's 
vacation options. Compared to the old tradi- 
tional cruise format, which insisted that 
fourteen days was a short cruise, the lower 
total cost and shorter time demand of the 
seven day trip proved to be a potent sales 
pitch. At the present time over half of all the 
cruise passengers sailing out of U.S.A. 
ports are embarking on one of the many 
seven day trips currently available. 

Now a new option is working its way to 
the top of the cruise popularity list. It is the 
compact cruise. The two to five night trip to 
some close destination. It has an even 
shorter time demand and a cost that fits 
middle class America better in these days of 
tight dollars. 

Inflation has done its job on the seven day 
trips. Though reasonable for what you get, 
they now average over two thousand dollars 
per couple. On todays market the compact 
cruises offer an exceptional value and value 
is what attracts the American public. For the 
same per day cost of $150 per person, nor- 
mal for a seven day cruise, a four day cruise 
costs a couple some $1 ,200 and a three day 
trip about $900. Thats not the cheap seats 
either. The cost can be lower if you go to the 



bottom of the price range or take advantage 
of specials constantly being offered. (Check 
your travel agent for these.) Excellent air/ 
sea rates are generally available to depar- 
tures. Shorter itineraries also allow time for 
driving to and from the port city within a one 
week time frame. This can reduce out of 
pocket costs some more. 

These compact cruises have been around 
for over twenty years so they are not a new 
gimmick, just one who's time has come. 
Their methods of operation are well estab- 
lished, their routines polished to perfection 
and the routes well known. The most popu- 
lar are the cruises out of Miami to Frccport 
and Nassau in the Bahamas with some offer- 
ing a half day stop at an out island too. But 
they are not the only compact cruises. Com- 
pacts are available from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. 

The growth in popularity of the compacts 
has created a demand that is being well met 
by the cruise ship lines. As examples, four 
ships are now running out of Miami to the 
Bahamas with two more scheduled to join 
that fleet by early winter. Two ships run 
from Portland Maine to Nova Scotia each 
summer and though it is really an overnight 
ferry service the round trip makes for a great 
two night cruise. Delta Queen Steamboat

Co. offers 3 up to 1 1 day cruises on the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers. Exploration 
Cruise Lines offers intimate and unique 
compact cruises in the North West, sailing 
out of Seattle or Vancouver, while a sister 
ship offers California delta trips out of San 
Francisco. The Azure Seas sails out of Los 
Angeles on three and four night cruises to 
Mexico. 

To check the current state of the art we 
booked a four day trip on Eastern Lines ss 
Emerald Seas, the largest ship offering 
compact cruises out of Miami and the one 
that has been doing it for the longest time. 
While in port at Miami and Nassau we 
toured several of the other ships on the com- 
pact cruise route. 

The three day cruise is still the closest 
thing to perpetual motion ever discovered. 
The age mix is young. My wife and 1 are 
both dose to the legal speed limit. We could 
not keep up the pace but it was fun watch- 
ing. The three day trips out of Miami or the 
two or three day trips out of other ports are 



the long weekend special. Although they 
are low in cost as compared to longer cruises 
they still run in the range of $ 1 00 per day per 
person even with four to a cabin. Thats a lot 
of money to most young people and they are 
not going to waste the investment by laying 
around resting or sleeping on their special 
weekend. For the most part they arc not 
noisy, boisterous or unruly. They arc just 
constantly in motion, boys chasing girls and 
girls chasing boys. Nothing new or different 
about that! There was a scattering of grayer 
heads in the crowd. Business people who 
had to be back in Miami Monday and had 
found a pleasant way to spend the weekend. 
People down for a week in Florida who 
wanted to try a short cruise to see if they 
liked boats or wanted to break the monotony 
of just laying on the beach and a few to 
whom the cruise was a side trip on an auto- 
mobile vacation. It was not the final destina- 
tion for most of the passengers, not the 
raison d'etre for their trip to Florida but a 
pleasant diversion. The shipboard routines 
take all of this into account. It is a very 
unstructured schedule. There is a fire drill 
during the early minutes of the cruise. 
Everyone is required to attend. That is the 
first and last required event of the trip. From 
then on the action is continuous and varied. 
We have heard reports that the ship gets 
very quiet from around 2:30 a.m. when the 
disco closes until early bird coffee is served 
at 6:30 a.m. but 1 cannot find proof of this. 
The three day trip is non-stop fun packed 
into seventy-two non-stop hours and we 
quote from the Emerald Seas brochure 
"twenty-four hours a day there's something 
to do — even when you are doing nothing." 
It's true. 

The pace on the four day trip was a little 
slower, but not by much. The average age of 



the passengers was a little higher than that of 
the three day trip, probably running in the 
mid forties. The four day trips depart Miami 
on Monday afternoon and return Friday 
mornings and arc usually the main reason 
for the trip to Florida for most passengers. 
They have come to take a compact cruise. 
Many will tie in a side trip, but the cruise is 
the main event. A lot of the people on board 
had taken longer cruises before but could 
not fit one in this year for time or money 
reasons. This cruise at least got them back 
on a ship if only for a short time. Those of us 
who love cruising will take what we can get 
when we can't get what we want. There 
were several couples on board trying their 
first cruise and they wanted it to be short in 
case they did not like it (we heard no nega- 
tive comments). 

The four or five day compact cruises are a 
very good way to test the cruising experi- 
ence. The major events of a longer cruise 
are observed including a captains cocktail 
party and a farewell dinner. What is left out 
is the days at sea when life on a seven day or 
longer cruise slows down and a lot of bask- 
ing in the sun or snoozing in your cabin gets 
done. The four day trips also seem to be a 
favorite for honeymooners. We had a 
goodly batch on board with us. 

In total, it seems that the two and three 
day compacts are quick escape trips where 
the passengers try to pack as much activity 
into the cruise as body condition and 
strength allow. The four, five or six day 
trips offer a life style with a little slower 
pace. The cruises of four or more days are a 
true cruise experience and anyone wanting 
to test the water with a compact before 
commiting to a seven day or longer trip 
should try one. They offer a unique experi- 
ence well worth the time and money. \CT\

cruise director is a number of levels 
below the Captain — in spite of his wide- 
spread influence on board. He generally re- 
ports to the Hotel Manager (under whatever 
name that position goes by in a given com- 
pany) who, in turn, reports to the Staff Cap- 
tain, second only to the Captain. 

What is the most difficult situation a 
cruise director must deal with? There arc. of 
course, unique crises — such as a passenger 
dying on stage during a talent show, an 
accident to the ship, or a cruise staff with 
more than its share of personality problems. 
But something that every cruise director 
must cope with from time to time is bad 
weather. Events get shuffled and more mov- 
ies are laid on. When skies bar passengers 
from enjoying the open decks, or the ship is 
moving so much that everyone feels uncom- 
fortable, it's a tough assignment to keep 
people happy. 

Bob Haines, Cruise Director of the 
Queen Elizabeth 2, faces two special chal- 
lenges. His ship spends a large part of each 
year sailing the North Atlantic between 
New York and Southampton. England with 
two classes and a large amount of uninter- 
rupted sea time. He also has the challenge 
of keeping passengers happy for sixty or 
ninety days during the ship's annual long 
cruise — sometimes around the World, next 
year around the Pacific. 

Of the Atlantic crossing. Bob says, "We 



have only five days and there are upwards of 
1800 passengers divided between the two 
classes. A lot of people are traveling in 
groups, many with their own families, and 
don't particularly want to make a point of 
being outgoing. They just want to enjoy the 
experience of the Atlantic voyage. It's diffi- 
cult to be a successful catalyst, to make 
personal contact with that number of people 
in five days." Since Atlantic voyagers are 
as frequently interested in intellectual pur- 
suits as in partying, the cruise program 
tends to be more sophisticated and sedate. 
Haines and his staff try to offer a great deal 
of variety so that regardless of what passen- 
gers are seeking they will find something to 
make them happy. 

The World Cruise is another experience 
altogether. Of the atmosphere. Bob says. 
"One of the most important things is the 
social side. We carry an Assistant Cruise 
Director who serves as the social organizer 
for the trip. We have a great many single 
ladies traveling, a clientele vitally important 
to us. We therefore employ additional staff 
just for social purposes, to mix with and act 
as hosts for passengers. The Assistant 
Cruise Director and I give a large number of 
parties. We try to entertain as many passen- 
gers as our budget permits." His most diffi- 
cult and unpleasant situation: passengers 
who arrive on board, who have been made 
unrealistic promises by travel agents and 
who blame the company and those on board 
for not being able to deliver. Another prob- 
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Jeraldine Saunders' naughty and funny novel 
that became the smash ABC-TV hit series of 
the same name. This is a fast-reading and 
zany account of the true adventures and mis- 
adventures of a female cruise director. The 
authors first-hand tales of life and love 
aboard some of the world's plushest ocean 
liners provides the background for this enter- 
taining and hilarious log of voyages.

lem: those who have been messed with by 
the airlines and who hold Cunard responsi- 
ble. 

Passengers on the World Cruise pay a lot 
of money. Many of them are used to a great 
many comforts and tend to be demanding — 
like requesting a rented Mercedes the eve- 
ning before arrival in port; or expecting the 
Cruise Director to obtain visas that they 
have been unable to get themselves. In each 
case. Bob follows the credo that the passen- 
ger is always right — if necessary, by spend- 
ing part of a day ashore obtaining the visa. 

Another interesting task on the Cunard 
flagship is communicating with her many 
foreign-speaking passengers. Bob has 
served as an interpreter himself, and so has a 
head start in this field. On the World Cruise. 
QE2 may have on board at the same time 
Japanese. Chinese. Germans, and South 
Americans. There is a team of translators on 
board to produce daily programs and help 
out in other situations as well. 

Like other good cruise directors. Haines 
feels that it is important to sense the pulse of 
what an individual shipload of passengers 
are after, then to provide activities and en- 
tertainment that tie in with the mood. 

In spite of weather that doesn't always 
cooperate, and passengers who may or may 
not be easy to please, there are lighter mo- 
ments. Like an unexpected cake in the face. 
As Gary Hunter tells it. he was midway 
through his response at a farewell party 
given on leaving a ship, and getting senti- 
mental, when he took the incoming cake in 
the face. He sought retaliation by hurling 
the banquet-sized cake he had been given as 
a member of the staff. The target ducked 
and. as Gary put it. "It hit this lady passen- 
ger — right in the chest. Gradually, it slid 
down into her lap. She took it in good 
humor, had just about gotten herself cleaned 
off. when a third cake was thrown at my 
successor. He ducked, and the woman was 
hit again." The result was an award that is 
vintage Carnival Cruise Lines and unusual, 
if not unique, in the annals of the sea. The 
woman was given a trophy for in door 
sports. \CT\

and she carries a total l ,022 passengers. 

Engineering, mechanical and electronic 
innovations make the Tropicale the most 
advanced, state-of-the-art cruise ship on the 
seven seas. Her Satellite Navigation sys- 
tem, bounces signals off fixed-orbit satel- 
lites in order to determine the ship's relative 
position with absolute accuracy and preci- 
sion. Her anit-collision radar is the most 
modern available, coupled to the Trop- 
icale's gyro compass and automatic pilot. 

The ship sports a fully computerized log 
. . . the so-called SIMOS system, which 
they claim is even more exacting and de- 
tailed than the flight recorders aboard the 
most modern commercial jetliners. Almost 
every single function of the Tropicale is tied 
directly to the bridge computer, through 
more than eight-hundred sensor-equipped 
alarm points. Thus, any potential or possi- 
ble malfunction . . . from cabin air condi- 
tioning to engine bearing temperatures . . . 
is immediately and automatically logged by 
the computer and simultaneously flashed to 
bridge control. The ship's engine room may 
be, on call, entirely remote controlled, di- 
rect from the bridge. Maritime regulations 
dictate minimum crews for engine operation 
of a more traditional, direct sort, but the 
Tropicale's remote control system is a 
backup which may be brought into play in 
any contingency or emergency situation, 
further adding to her safety. 

She is capable of collecting condensation 
from all ship's air conditioners which . . . 
although not potable and safe to drink ... is 
expected to yield at least eighty tons of 
water every day for deck, fitting and win- 
dow washing. This eliminates the need to 
store far greater quantities of water (all suit- 
able for drinking, as well). 

But. surely the most incredible system 
designed for and installed on board the new 
M.S. Tropicale is her petroleum refinery 
. . . that's what we said, oil refinery! Uti- 
lizing a very inexpensive petroleum-based 
product, similar to plain asphalt, this system 
can on good days process enough of that 
"goop" into usable fuel to save as much as 
$10,000: That's $10,000 per day! Indeed, 
this low-grade product is so impure that 
most catalytic oil refineries don't even sell it 
on the open market. But, Carnival has its 
sources, and uses this sludgy by-product 



. . . after refining down below ... as a 
highly efficient fuel for its massave diesel 
power plants. 

Back again topside, it's that great, red, 
winged stack . . . emblazoned with Carni- 
val's huge, distinctive crescent shaped sym- 
bol .. . that probably captures and holds the 
attention of awed on lookers more than any 
other single aspect of the Tropicale's face 
and personality. Not unlike a DC-9 or 727 
tail section . . . only many times larger and 
more massive . . . this altogether unique 
design feature shouts to the winds, "Trop- 
icale!" when even her enormous, distinc- 
tive, skyscraping hull is hidden from view. 
Perhaps the only thing about her that no 
other ship is ever likely to duplicate (let 
alone exceed), the new ship's soaring stack 
. . . placed just aft of midships . . .is likely 
soon to become regarded as the signature, 
emblem and instantly-recognizable trade- 
mark of the splendid, new M.S. Tropicale. 
It will also suggest everything new that goes 
to make her what she is — for what she is is 
nothing short of stupendous. 

As with most other ventures so grand . . . 
especially in the hospitality and service in- 
dustries . . . it's the people, though, that 
add the final fillup to the Tropicale's force- 
ful and dynamic personality. From her ele- 
gant Captain and other officers to the dining 
room service staff, it is a balanced, conti- 
nental and fully professional assemblage of 
experienced, suave and warmly efficient 
nationalities. Among our favorites are the 
delightful purser, Larry Cross, with whom 
we've sailed several times on other Carnival 
Cruise Line vessels, and whom we regard 
as utterly peerless in his field. And. who can 
neglect the youthful, yet highly effective 
cruise director, red-haired Gary Hunter, a 
performer par excellence who . . . with his 
springy, enthusiastic staff . . . provides 
superlative care and entertainment through- 
out the Tropicale's cruises. 

Currently eighth-largest cruise ship in the 
world, the Tropicale remains — until some- 
thing better comes along (and we'll have to 
see it to believe it) — the hottest ticket in 
town. And. as the newest boy on the block, 
this fabulous new ship is being viewed with 
a blend of awe and envy, depending who's 
doing the viewing. Yet, however many new
